Committee  on  Student  Affairs 

The  relation  of  the  Committee  on  Student  Affairs 
to  the  Dean  of  Students  was  stated  as  follows  on 
August  31,  1943,  by  the  Board  of  Trustees:  ...  It  is 
proposed  that  the  following  officers,  services  an(j.  func- 
tions be  transferred  immediately  to  this  new  office; 
the  officers  and  agencies  included  in  this  group  will  be 
responsible  directly  to  the  Dean  of  Students: 


The  Senate  Committee  on  Student  Affairs  (which 
is  appointed  by  the  University  Senate)  shall  also  serve 
in  an  advisory  capacity  to  the  Dean  of  Students.  He 
will,  however,  be  the  administrative  officer  responsible 
for  all  extra-curricular  activities  as  rapidly  as  these 
functions  are  transferred  to  his  office. 

All  boards  administering  extra-curricular  activities, 
the  faculty  members  of  which  have  heretofore  been 
appointed  by  the  President,  except  the  Athletic  Associ- 
ation, the  Alumni  Association,  and  the  University  of 
Illinois  Foundation,  are  responsible  directly  to  the 
Dean  of  Students.  Appointments  of  faculty  mem- 
bers to  these  boards  will  be  made  by  the  President 
on  nomination  of  the  Dean  of  Students.  These  boards 
will  continue  to  function  in  accordance  with  established 
regulations  and  it  will  be  the  function  of  the  Dean  of 
Students  to  receive  reports,  take  such  action  as  is 
necessary  to  coordinate  activities,  and  to  receive  and 
act  upon  recommendations  for  changes  in  by-laws  or 
regulations. 

The  Dean  of  Students  shall  exercise  general  guid- 
ance over  the  social,  educational,  and  cultural  pro- 
grams in  the  Illini  Union  Building.  ...  In  carrying 
out  these  functions,  the  Manager  and  the  Social  Di- 
rector shall  proceed  in  accordance  with  the  instructions 
of  the  Illini  Union  Board,  the  relation  of  which  to 
the  Dean  of  Students  is  described  above. ^ 

Article  1  —  Powers  Granted  to  Committee 
By  University  Senate^ 

I.  Section  1  —  Limitations  and  Responsibilities  of 
Committee  —  Subject  to  such  statements  of  policy  as 
have  been  or  may  be  adopted  by  the  University  Senate, 
the  functions  and  duties  of  the  Committee  on  Student 
Affairs  shall  be  limited  to  those  approved  by  the  Presi- 
dent, and  in  all  its  administrative  actions  the  Com- 
mittee shall  be  responsible  to  him. 

1.  Section  2  —  Guiding  Policies — In  its  super- 
visif)n  f)ver  student  affairs,  the  Committee  on  Student 
Affairs  shall  be  guided  by  the  following  policies: 


(a)  to  prevent  extracurricular  activities  from  en- 
croaching upon  the  curricular  field. 

(b)  to  encourage  personal  responsibility  and  to  as- 
sist the  students  in  the  management  of  their  activities 
when,  as,  or  if  necessary  to  enforce  standards  of 
honesty  and  fair  play,  and  to  protect  the  students 
against  exploitation  by  unscrupulous  persons. 

(c)  to  assist  in  maintaining  safe,  moral,  and  health- 
ful living  conditions. 

I.  Section  3  —  Delegation  of  Functions — The  Com- 
mittee on  Student  Affairs  is  authorized  to  delegate  so 
much  of  its  administrative  functions  as  it  sees  fit  to 
sub-committees  consisting  of  its  own  members,  of 
other  members  of  the  University  staff,  or  of  Univer- 
sity students. 

I.  Section  4  —  Assistance  to  .Student  Self-Govern- 
ment  —  The  Committee  on  Student  Affairs  is  author- 
ized to  assist  the  students  in  setting  up  a  plan  of 
student  self-government  that  will  give  reasonable  as- 
surance that  capable  and  conscientious  students  will 
be  in  control  thereof,  and  if  such  a  plan  is  worked 
out,  to  grant  to  them  such  powers  of  student  govern- 
ment as  to  the  Committee  seem  reasonable.^ 

Article  2  —  Powers  Granted  to  Committee 
By  President 

I.  Section  5.  Authority  for  Powers  of  Committee 
—  Pursuant  to  the  Senate  Resolution  of  February  10, 
1936,  and  subject  to  review  by  proper  University 
authority  the  Committee  on  Student  Affairs  is 
authorized:

Under  policies  established  by  the  Committee  on

new  construction  and  remodeling.''

The  Security  Officer  shall  also  act  as  executive 
agent  of  the  Committee  on  Student  Affairs  in  the  en- 
forcement of  the  bicycle  traffic  code. 

I.  Section  7.  Powers  of  Sub-Committees  —  The 
powers  of  the  sub-committees  are  purely  administra- 
tive and  not  legislative.  A  decision  by  a  sub-committee 
in  any  case  shall  be  final,  subject  only  to  modification 
or  reversal  on  appeal  to  the  whole  Committee.    Diffi- 


cult or  unusual  cases  may  be  brought  to  the  whole 
Committee  for  decision,  at  the  discretion  of  the  sub- 
committee.

Student  Senate 

Article  1  —  Name 

II.  Section  1  —  Name  —  The  name  of  this  organ- 
ization shall  be  the  University  of  Illinois  Student 
Senate,  hereinafter  call  the  Senate.

nity  Council  shall  appoint  two  members  each  to  the 
Senate  for  one  year.  Each  organization  may  determine 
its  own  procedure  of  appointing  Senate  representa- 
tives but  ex  officio  members  shall  begin  their  regular 
term  of  office  on  the  first  Wednesday  following  the 
election  of  the  elected  members  of  the  Senate. 

II.  Section  5  —  Elected  Members  —  The  eighteen 
elected  members  shall  consist  of  the  President,  the 
Vice-President,  Secretary-Treasurer,  and  three  Sena- 
tors from  the  senior,  junior,  and  sophomore  classes, 
respectively.  The  term  of  office  of  all  elected  Senators 
shall  be  one  year.  The  term  of  office  shall  begin  on 
the  first  Wednesday  following  the  election. 

II.  Section  6  —  Carry-over  Members  —  At  the  end 
of  each  year,  the  Committee  on  Student  Affairs,  acting 
on  the  advice  of  the  faculty  advisors,  may  continue  in 
office  for  meritorious  service  another  year,  two  sopho- 
more .Senators  and  two  junior  Senators. 

Article  4  —  Election  of  Members 

II.  Section  7  —  Election  of  Members  —  The  elec- 
tion of  the  elected  members  of  the  Senate  shall  be  held 
on  the  fifth  Thursday  prior  to  final  examinations  in 
the  spring  semester. 


II.  Section  8  —  Procedure  —  Each  candidate  for 
membershiij  in  the  Senate  shall  be  nominated  by  a 
j)etition  certified  for  scholastic  eligibility  and  number 
(jf  hours  earned  by  the  Dean  of  Students,  and  filed 
with  that  office  by  4:00  p.m.  on  the  Monday  preceding 
the  date  of  the  election.  A  fee  of  $2.00  shall  accom- 
pany each  petition. 

II.  Section  9  —  Announcement  of  Elections  —  The 
Elections  Committee  shall  give  at  least  ten  days'  notice 
in  the  Daily  Illini  of  any  election,  indicating  therein 
the  qualifications  for  voting,  the  time  and  place  of  the 
election,  and  the  election  procedure. 

Article  5  —  Officers 

II.  Section  10  —  Officers  and  Duties  of  Officers- — 
The  officers  of  the  Senate  shall  consist  of  a  President, 
Vice-President,  Secretary,  Treasurer,  and  Sergeant-at- 
Arms.  They  shall  have  such  duties  as  are  prescribed 
in  Roberts'  Rules  of  Order. 

II.  Section  11  —  Election  of  Officers  —  The  officers 
shall  be  elected  by  and  from  the  Senate  by  ballot  at 
the  second  meeting  of  the  Senate,  a  majority  vote  be- 
ing necessary  to  a  choice  in  each  case. 

II.  Section  12  —  Term  of  Ofifice  —  All  officers, 
members,  and  faculty  advisors  shall  serve  for  a  term 
of  one  year  from  the  date  of  their  election  or  appoint- 
ment, or  until  their  successors  are  chosen. 

II.  Section  13  —  First  Meetings  of  the  Newly 
Elected  Senate  —  The  first  and  second  meetings  of 
the  new  Senate  shall  be  called  for  the  successive 
Wednesdays  following  the  election  and  they  shall  be 
presided  over  by  the  retiring  president  of  the  Senate. 
At  the  first  meeting  the  retiring  president  shall  present 
in  writing  the  necessary  steps  to  reorganize  the  Senate. 
The  retiring  president  shall  also  present  to  the  new 
Senate  the  projects  and  legislation  which  were  pend- 
ing before  the  retired  Senate  with  recommendations 
for  the  disposal  thereof. 

At  the  second  meeting  the  election  of  officers  shall 
be  conducted  by  the  retiring  Senate  president.  The 
election  of  members  to  the  Committee  on  Student  Af- 
fairs and  the  Coordination  Committee  shall  also  take 
place  at  this  time,  but  such  newly  elected  members 
shall  not  become  regular  voting  members  of  the  re- 
spective committees  until  the  beginning  of  the  fall  se- 
mester. They  shall  be  allowed  to  attend  the  meetings 
of  the  respective  committees  following  their  election 
in  the  spring. 

Article  6  —  Vacancies 

II.  Section  14  —  Vacancies  —  If  any  Senator  re- 
signs, becomes  ineligible,  or  withdraws  from  the  Uni- 
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versity,  his  seat  shall  be  declared  vacant.  If  such 
Senator  be  an  ex  ofificio  member,  his  organization  shall 
choose  a  successor  to  fill  his  vacant  seat.  If  such 
Senator  be  an  elected  member,  the  Senate  shall  fill  the 
vacancy  as  it  may  desire,  either  by  a  temporary  ap- 
pointment or  by  a  special  election. 

II.  Section  15  —  Recall  from  Ofifice  —  Any  ofificer, 
committeeman,  or  member  of  the  Senate  may  be  re- 
called from  office  for  neglect  of  duties  or  misfeasance 
of  office,  after  a  hearing  provided  a  three-fourths  ma- 
jority of  the  Senate  favor  such  a  recall. 

Article  7  —  Procedure 

II.  Seciio)!  16  —  Quorum  —  Eighteen  members 
shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

II.  Section  17  —  Voting  —  All  voting,  except  where 
otherwise  provided  for  in  this  Code,  shall  be  by  a  ma- 
jority vote  of  those  members  present  and  voting. 

II.  Section  18 — Privilege  of  Floor  in  Senate  — 
Any  student  shall  have  the  right  of  debate  on  the  floor 
of  the  Senate,  subject  to  Senate  approval  at  a  previous 
meeting.  The  President  shall  be  notified  of  the  subject 
of  the  debate  prior  to  the  last  meeting  before  the  date 
set  for  the  proposed  discussion.  By  a  three-fourths 
vote  of  the  Senate,  the  requirement  of  prior  approval 
may  be  waived  and  debate  permitted  without  previous 
notice. 

II.  Section  19  —  Amendments  —  An  amendment  to 
the  Code  shall  become  effective  when  it  receives  a 
three-fourths  vote  of  the  members  present  of  the  Sen- 
ate at  two  consecutive  meetings,  not  to  be  held  on  the 
same  da\',  and  shall  be  approved  by  the  University 
Senate  Committee  on  Student  Aiifairs. 

II.  Section  20  —  Unless  otherwise  provided  for  in 
this  Code,  Roberts'  Rules  of  Order  shall  govern  the 
procedure  of  the  Senate. 

II.  Section  21  —  Initiative  Provisions^  —  The  stu- 
dent body  of  the  University  of  Illinois  will  have  the 
power  to  initiate  legislation  upon  presentation  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Student  Senate  of  a  petition,  stating 
the  desired  legislation,  and  containing  the  signatures 
of  one-hundred  undergraduate  students  registered  in 
the  current  semester.  The  authenticity  and  approval 
of  the  petition  as  to  the  signatures  must  be  verified  by 
the  Dean  of  Students  (or  others  as  he  may  designate), 
before  submission  to  the  Secretary. 

The  Secretary  must  present  the  petition  for  consid- 
eration at  the  next  duly  scheduled  meeting  of  the 
Senate  after  receipt  of  the  petition.

The  Student  Senate  shall  have  a  period  of  thirty 
(30)  days,  commencing  with  its  introduction  into  the 
Senate,  for  legislative  consideration  of  the  petition. 

In  the  event  that  the  Senate  fails  to  make  the  peti- 
tion law  (within  its  legislative  authority)  in  the  con- 
sideration period,  the  petition  will  be  submitted  to  the 
student  body  at  the  next  General  Electon  or  at  a  Spe- 
cial Election,  if  there  is  to  be  no  General  Election  in 
the  remainder  of  the  current  semester,  or  within 
thirty  days  of  the  following  semester.  The  petition 
will  be  submitted  to  be  voted  on  as  would  a  referen- 
dum measure. 

If  the  petition  is  to  be  submitted  to  the  students  for 
their  consideration,  the  Secretary  will  release  the  peti- 
tion to  the  Daily  Illini  and  to  all  major  campus  organ- 
izations for  publication  and  announcement. 

The  petition  will  become  law  under  the  powers  of 
the  Student  Senate  when  approved  by  a  majority  of 
votes  cast  on  the  petition  at  the  Election. 

II.  Section  22  —  Referendum  Provisions^  —  Any 
measure  may  be  submitted  to  the  student  body  for 
their  consideration,  at  either  a  general  or  special  elec- 
tion, if  the  Student  Senate  deems  it  necessary  or 
advisable. 

The  petition  will  become  law  under  the  powers  of 
the  Student  Senate  when  approved  by  a  majority  of 
votes  cast  on  the  petition  at  the  Election. 

II.  Section  23  —  Faculty  Advisors  —  There  shall 
also  be  a  board  of  faculty  advisors  to  the  Senate,  com- 
posed of  three  faculty  members,  one  appointed  by  the 
President  of  the  University,  one  selected  by  the  Uni- 
versity Senate  Committee  on  Student  Affairs,  and  one 
elected  by  the  Senate,  by  majority  vote,  at  its  first 
meeting.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  faculty  advisors  to 
attend  meetings  and  advise  with  the  Senate  or  any  of 
its  members  on  problems  before  the  Senate. 

Article  8  —  Amendments 

II.  Section  24  —  Amendments  —  An  amendment  to 
this  Constitution  shall  become  effective  when  it  shall 
receive  an  affirmative  }i  vote  of  all  Student  Senate 
members  present  at  two  consecutive  meetings,  not  to 
be  held  on  the  same  day,  and  shall  be  approved  by  the 
University  Senate  Committee  on  Student  Affairs. 

Article  9  —  Effective  Date  of  This  Constitution 

II.  Section  25  —  Effective  Date  —  This  Constitu- 
tion became  effective  at  the  beginning  of  the  second 
semester  of  1935-36,  upon  receiving  a  majority  of 
votes  cast  at  an  election  of  the  entire  student  body 
held  on  January  10,  1936.

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Chapter  3 

The  Powers  of  the  Student  Senate 

Article  1  —  Legislative  Powers 

TIT.  Section  1  —  Extent  of  Authority  —  The  Uni- 
versity of  Tllinois  Student  Senate  is  hereby  granted 
legislative  power  coordinate  with  that  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Student  Affairs  on  all  matters  falling  within 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Committee  on  Student  Affairs 
except  as  to  the  following: 

(a)  Matters  falling  within  the  jurisdiction  of  any 
student-faculty  board. 

(b)  Matters  falling  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Inter-Fraternity  Council  or  Panhellenic  Council,  Men's 
Independent  Association  Council,  or  Women's  Group 
System  Council. 

III.  Section  2  —  Joint  Approval  of  Regulations  — 
Under  this  grant  of  power  no  regulation  shall  become 
effective  until  it  has  been  passed  by  both  the  Student 
Senate  and  the  Committee  on  Student  Affairs.  Meas- 
ures may  originate  with  either  body  and  upon  passage 
by  the  originating  body  shall  be  certified  to  the  other 
for  its  action.  Differences  between  the  two  bodies  may 
be  worked  out  by  a  conference  committee,  but  a  regu- 
lation to  be  effective  must  pass  both  groups  in  identical 
form. 

ITT.  Section  3  —  Reciprocal  Privileges  of  Senate 
and  Committee  on  Student  Affairs  Chairmen  —  The 
President  of  the  Student  Senate  or  a  Senator  desig- 
nated by  him  shall  have  the  privilege  of  the  floor  in 
the  Committee  on  Student  Affairs  on  pending  meas- 
ures that  have  passed  the  Student  Senate. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Student  Af- 
fairs, or  a  member  designated  by  him,  shall  have  the 
privilege  of  the  floor  of  the  Student  Senate  on  pend- 
ing measures  that  have  passed  the  Committee  on  Stu- 
dent Affairs. 

III.  Section  4 — Introduction  of  Legislation  —  Leg- 
islative measures  may  be  introduced  by  any  member 
of  the  Senate.  They  must  be  in  writing.  The  meas- 
ure shall  be  given  a  number  and  be  referred  by  the 
President  to  the  appropriate  committee  where  it  shall 
remain  for  consideration  at  least  one  week.  The  meas- 
ure .shall  be  reported  out  of  the  committee  during  the 
same  semester  it  was  introduced,  with  a  recommenda- 
tion that  it  pass  or  not  pass,  or  that  it  be  referred 
again  to  the  committee,  or  to  another  committee,  for 
further  consideration. 

An}'  Senator  is  required  to  introduce  a  measure  re- 
quested by  any  member  of  the  student  body,  provided 
the  same  is  in  writing  and  signed  by  the  student. 

By  a  three-fourths    (■>4)    vote  of   the    full   Senate 


membership  a  measure  may  be  labelled  "emergency 
legislation"  and  be  passed  at  the  same  meeting  in- 
troduced. 

III.  Section  5  —  Majority  Approval  Required  — 
I^assage  of  a  proposed  regulation  in  the  Student  Sen- 
ate requires  that  it  shall  receive  the  affirmative  vote 
of  a  majority  of  the  full  membership  of  the  Senate. 

TIL  Section  6 — Arbitration  of  Differences  —  In 
case  of  differences  between  the  Senate  and  the  Com- 
mittee on  Student  Affairs  on  the  form  or  details  of 
any  measure,  the  President  of  the  Senate,  and  the 
committee  sponsoring  the  Senate's  action,  or  if  spon- 
sored by  no  committee,  then  three  Senators  favoring 
the  action,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  to  con- 
stitute a  conference  committee  to  negotiate  with  a 
committee  of  the  Committee  on  Student  Affairs  for 
a  settlement  of  their  differences. 

Article  2  —  Executive  and  Administrative 
Powers 

III.  Section  7  —  Executive  Committee  —  Purpose: 
The  Executive  Committee  shall  aid  and  assist  the 
President  of  the  Senate  in  carrying  out  his  duties  and 
to  execute  the  policies  and  measures  established  by  the 
Senate. 

III.  Section  8  —  Executive  Committee  —  Member- 
ship: The  committee  shall  consist  of  the  officers  of 
the  Senate. 

III.  Section  9  —  Student  Members  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Student  Affairs  —  The  eight  student  members 
of  the  Committee  on  Student  Affairs  shall  be  elected 
by  and  from  the  Senate.  At  least  four  of  the  eight 
student  members  shall  be  seniors. 

III.  Section  10  —  Coordination  Committee  —  Pur- 
pose: The  Coordination  Committee  shall  be  responsi- 
ble for  the  coordination  and  supervision  of  general 
University  functions  and  public  events  coming  within 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Committee  on  Student  Affairs 
and  the  Senate. 

III.  Section  11 — Coordination  Committee — .Pow- 
ers and  Duties:  (All  subject  to  the  policies  of  the 
Student  Senate  and  Committee  on  Student  Affairs) 

1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Coordination  Com- 
mittee, acting  in  conjunction  with  the  University  Sen- 
ate's Committee  on  calendar,  the  various  student- fac- 
ulty boards  and  student  organizations'  officers,  to 
minimize  conflicts  and  undue  competition  in  the  pres- 
entation of  public  entertainment  events  by  the  various 
student  organizations  and  boards.  The  Committee 
shall  call  for  petitions  at  a  specified  date  in  May  for 
events  in  the  coming  year  and  approve  the  dates  and 
prepare  a  calendar  for  all  such  events. 
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2.  It  shall  have  the  power  to  approve  the  budget 
for  such  general  University  functions  as  are  not  di- 
rected by  student- faculty  boards  appointed  directly  by 
the  University  and  shall  supervise  the  functions  and 
shall  supervise  the  printing,  issuing,  and  audit  of 
tickets,  and  the  distribution  of  complimentary  tickets. 
It  shall  devise  and  administer  the  issuance  of  pass-out 
checks  for  all  general  University  functions. 

3.  It  shall  have  the  power  to  recommend  approval 
or  denial  of  petitions  for  events  or  activities  of  organ- 
izations listed  in  Chapter  II,  Article  3,  Section  4,  and 
to  set  the  time,  place,  and  date  thereof,  subject  to  the 
final  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Student 
Affairs. 

III.  Section  12  —  Coordination  Committee — Mem- 
bership: The  Committee  shall  consist  of  11  members. 
Two  of  the  voting  members  shall  be  faculty  members, 
one  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Student  Affairs  from  the  Committee 
on  Student  Aflfairs  and  one  appointed  by  the  Dean  of 
Students.  A  third  voting  member  shall  be  an  assistant 
from  the  Dean  of  Student's  office  who  shall  also  act 
as  secretary  and  executive  agent  of  the  Committee. 
Eight  of  the  voting  members  shall  be  student  senators 
appointed  by  the  President  of  the  Student  Senate. 
These  members  shall  be  representatives  from  1)  Con- 
cert and  entertainment  board,  2)  Illini  Union,  3)  The- 
atre Guild,  4)  M.I.A.,  5)  W.G.S.,  6)  I-F,  7)  Panhel- 
lenic,  8)  One  elected  senator  who  shall  also  be  a 
member  of  the  Committee  on  Student  Affairs  and  who 
shall  be  chairman  of  the  Coordination  Committee. 

III.  Section  13  —  Coordination  Committee  —  Sub- 
Committees  may  be  appointed  by  the  chairman  of  the 
Coordination  Committee  for  specific  duties  in  connec- 
tion with  the  powers  and  duties  enumerated  in  Section 
11.  AH  members  of  the  Committee  on  Student  Affairs 
and  the  Student  Senate  may  be  eligible  for  member- 
ship on  such  sub-committees  without  being  members 
of  the  Coordination  Committee. 

III.  Section  14  —  Season  Passes  —  Season  passes 
to  those  dances  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Student  Affairs  shall  be  issued  as  follows: 

Members  of  the  Committee  on  Student  Affairs, 
Members  of  the  Coordination  Committee,  Student 
Senate  Officers,  Daily  Illini  (2),  Illio  (1),  Champaign 
News-Gazette  (1),  Courier  (1),  Alumni  News  (1), 
Physical  Plant  (1),  University  Business  Office  (2), 
WILL  (1).  In  case  of  duplicate  membership  above, 
duplicate  tickets  will  not  be  issued.  The  use  of  season 
passes  for  events  other  than  dances  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  the  Committee  on  .Student  Affairs. 


III.  Section  15  —  Freshman  Council  —  The  pur- 
pose of  the  Freshman  Council  shall  be  to  promote  the 
general  welfare  of  the  freshman  class  and  to  assist 
the  Senate  in  its  duties.  Near  the  end  of  the  second 
semester  each  year  the  president  shall  appoint  a  com- 
mittee of  four  to  interview  and  nominate  candidates 
for  the  Freshman  Council,  early  the  following  se- 
mester. This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  two 
upperclassmen,  one  of  whom  shall  be  selected  chair- 
man, one  faculty  advisor,  and  the  chairman  of  the 
Freshman  Council.  This  Committee  shall  meet  as 
early  as  convenient  in  the  fall,  interview  candidates, 
and  nominate  for  Senate's  approval,  a  Freshman 
Council  of  10  members,  and  three  alternate  council- 
men  to  fill  any  vacancies  created  by  elected  councilmen 
whose  eight  weeks  grades  or  first  semester  grades  are 
below  3.2  average.  Any  appointment  to  the  Council 
shall  be  made  by  the  President  of  the  Student  Senate. 

III.  Section  16  —  Senate  Investigations  in  Student 
Welfare  —  In  addition  to  the  powers  granted  above, 
the  Student  Senate  shall  have  the  power  to  make  in- 
vestigations in  matters  concerning  student  welfare  and 
to  make  recommendations  to  the  appropriate  Univer- 
sity authority. 

III.  Section  17  —  Authority  to  Summon  Witnesses 
—  Student  Senate  officers  or  Committees  shall  have 
authority  to  summon  undergraduate  students  as  wit- 
nesses in  the  investigation  of  any  matter  coming 
within  Student  Senate  powers.  Students  thus  sum- 
moned are  required  to  appear  and  testify  in  accord- 
ance with  provisions  of  the  summons.  Failure  to 
comply  will  be  regarded  as  conduct  prejudicial  to  the 
best  interest  of  the  University. 

Article  3  —  Student  Senate  Procedure 

III.  Section  18  —  Appointment  of  Committees  — 
The  President  of  the  Senate  shall  appoint  all  standing 
committees  of  the  Senate. 

III.  Section  19  —  Standing  Committees  —  The 
standing  committees  of  the  Senate  shall  be  the 
following: 

(  a  )  Committee  on  By-laws  —  This  committee  shall 
be  in  charge  of  code  revision  and  interpretation  of  this 
code. 

(  b )  Committee  on  Elections  —  Duties  of  this  com- 
mittee shall  be  to  supervise  election  procedure,  cam- 
paign rules,  ballot  counting,  to  enforce  requirements 
and  regulations,  recognize  political  parties,  and  to 
make  physical  arrangements  for  all  campus  elections. 

(  c  )  Committee  on  Finance  —  Responsibility  for 
preparation  of  the  Senate  budget  and  acting  as  adviser 


on  financial  matters  are  the  duties  of  the  Financial 
Committee. 

(d)  Committee  on  Student  Life  —  Any  problems 
concerning  the  welfare  of  the  student  body  which  are 
not  under  the  jurisdiction  of  other  committees  will  be 
dealt  with  here. 

(  e  )  Committee  on  Public  Relations  —  Duties  shall 
be  to  contact  other  schools  and  to  acquaint  its  own 
student  body  with  matters  concerning  student  welfare 
and  government. 

(  f  )  Educational  Opportunities  Committee  —  Pur- 
pose of  this  committee  is  to  further  academic  oppor- 
tunities, to  deal  with  educational  problems  concerned 
with  economic  and  discriminational  aspects,  and  to 
generally  improve  the  educational  opportunities. 

(g)  International  Activities  Committee  —  This 
committee  is  working  towards  the  spreading  of  inter- 
national good  will  with  specific  projects  for  exchange 
of  students  between  countries  and  aiding  them  as 
much  as  possible. 

III.  Section  20  —  Privilege  of  Floor  in  Committees 

—  Any  student  in  the  University  shall  have  the  right 
to  appear  before  committees  appointed  by  the  Senate. 
The  Chairman  of  the  committee  shall  be  notified  prior 
to  the  committee  meeting  by  any  student  desiring  to 
exercise  this  privilege. 

III.  Section  21  —  Duties  of  Vice-President  —  The 
Vice-President  of  the  Senate  shall  be  regarded  as  the 
steering  officer  of  the  Senate.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to 
guide  legislation  through  the  Senate,  keep  committees 
at  work,  advise  with  them  as  to  the  form  of  proposed 
measures,  and  to  keep  all  legislation  organized  and 
indexed  in  proper  form. 

III.  Section  22  —  Voting  Methods  —  Voting  shall 
be  by  voice  or  show  of  hands  unless  a  member  of  the 
Senate  demand  a  vote  by  roll  call.  Election  of  officers 
and  members  of  committees  may  be  by  secret  ballot  if 
asked  for  by  any  members. 

Article  4  —  Student  Senate  Fund 

III.  Section  23  —  Source  of  Student  Senate  Fund 

—  The  budget  of  each  dance  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Coordination  Committee  shall  include  a  fixed 
charge  of  1.5%  of  the  gross  income  of  the  dance,  for 
the  purpose  of  providing  a  Student  Senate  Fund,  to 
be  used  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  expenses  of 
the  Student  Senate.  Any  surplus  remaining  in  such 
fund  at  the  end  of  the  year  shall  be  carried  over  to 
the  credit  of  the  next  year's  Student  Senate. 

III.  Section  24  —  Purpose  of  Student  Senate  Fund 

—  The  Student  Senate  Fund  may  be  used  only  for 


purposes  involving  the  general  student  welfare.  The 
Student  Senate  Treasurer  is  authorized  to  draw  upon 
such  fund  only  to  the  extent  and  for  the  purposes 
indicated  in  appropriation  measures  passed  by  the' 
Student  Senate. 

Article  5  —  Student  Elections 

III.  Section  25  —  Supervision  of  Elections  —  All 
general  campus  elections  and  other  elections  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Student  .Senate,  including  election 
of  all  class  officers  and  Student  Senators,  shall  be  gov- 
erned by  the  regulations  herein  set  forth. 

III.  Section  26  —  Elections  Committee — The  Elec- 
tions Committee  appointed  by  the  president  of  the 
Student  Senate  shall  have  jurisdiction  over,  and  shall 
have  full  power  to  supervise,  all  elections  as  set  forth 
in  the  preceding  section,  and  to  see  that  the  regulations 
are  complied  with.  They  shall  be  assisted  in  counting 
the  ballots  by  two  Student  Senate  Faculty  Advisers, 
or  by  two  faculty  members  selected  by  the  faculty 
advisers. 

Such  committee  shall  also  have  power  to  determine 
all  questions  of  eligibility  of  both  elected  and  ex  officio 
candidates. 

III.  Section  27  —  Cost  of  Elections  —  Expenses  of 
all  elections  under  the  supervision  of  the  Elections 
Committee  of  the  Student  Senate  shall  be  borne  by 
the  student  group  or  organization  for  whom  the  elec- 
tion is  held. 

III.  Section  28  —  Candidates  for  Office  —  To  be- 
come a  candidate  for  a  class  office,  for  membership  on 
the  Student  Senate,  or  any  other  position  for  which 
the  Elections  Committee  conducts  the  election,  the 
candidate  must  satisfy  the  following  requirements: 

(a)  Have  an  accumulative  University  average  grade 
of  at  least  3.5^  or  such  higher  average  as  may  be  re- 
quired by  the  special  board  or  other  body  concerned. 

(b)  Be  nominated  by  a  petition  certified  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Committee  on  Student  Affairs  for 
scholastic  eligibility  and  number  of  hours  earned. 

(  c  )  File  his  petition  by  4:00  P.M.  on  the  Monday 
preceding  the  date  of  the  election. 

(d)  Accompany  his  petition,  if  for  membership  in 
the  Student  Senate  or  for  a  class  office,  with  a  fee  of 
$2.00. 

III.  Section  29  —  Eligibility  of  Candidates  —  Eli- 
gibility of  Senate  members  and  class  officers  shall  be 
determined  by  the  records  in  the  University  Recorder's 
Office.    For  such  purpose   all   the   grades   and  credit 
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hours  received  by  the  student  at  tlie  University  of  lUi- 
iiois  shall  be  counted,  including'  those  in  required  Mili- 
tary and  Physical  Education  courses,  except  in  those 
colleges  which  do  not  count  the  credit  hours  received 
in  Military  and  Physical  Education  toward  graduation. 

III.  Section  30  —  Positions  of  Names  on  Ballots  — 
In  all  elections  conducted  by  the  Student  Senate  Elec- 
tions Committee,  the  names  of  all  eligible  petitioners 
shall  appear  on  the  ballot,  placed  in  alphabetical  order 
under  the  various  offices  for  which  the  election  is 
being  held. 

III.  Section  31  —  Election  Rules  —  Campaigning 
or  electioneering  within  boundaries  set  by  the  Elec- 
tions Committee,  placing  signs  across  streets  or  side- 
walks, using  a  public  address  system  within  one  block 
of  the  campus,  talking  to  or  influencing  voters  or 
assisting  them  to  mark  ballots  in  the  polling  room, 
are  hereby  prohibited. 

Xo  person  shall  be  permitted  to  enter  the  polling 
room,  except  for  the  purpose  of  voting. 

III.  Section  32  —  Polling  Hours  —  For  Class  and 
Student  Senate  Elections  the  polls  shall  be  open  from 
8:15  to  12  A.M.  and  from  12:30  to  5:15  P.M.  For 
other  elections  they  shall  be  open  from  12:30  to  5:00 
P.M.,  unless  otherwise  decided  by  the  Committee,  and 
ten  days'  notice  of  such  change  given. 

III.  Section  33  —  Eligibility  of  Voters  —  Eligibility 
of  all  voters  shall  be  determined  by  the  records  in  the 
Offices  of  the  Deans  of  Men  and  Women.  Students 
on  probation  and  transfer  students,  upon  presentation 
of  their  hours,  may  vote. 

III.  Section  34  —  Investigation  of  Irregularities  — 
The  Student  Senate  Elections  Committee  is  authorized 
to  investigate  and  pass  on  questions  of  irregularity 
arising  in  the  conduct  of  any  election,  subject  to  re- 
view by  the  Student  Senate  and  the  Committee  on 
Student  Affairs. 

III.  Section  35  —  Campaign  Expenses  —  Each  po- 
litical party  shall  designate  a  party  treasurer  to  have 
charge  of  its  campaign  fund.  Such  officer  shall  collect 
such  funds  and  pay  all  party  expenses,  and  shall  be 
held  accountable  to  the  Elections  Committee  for  a 
correct  statement  of  all  collections  and  for  receipts  for 
expenditures  in  behalf  of  his  party.  Each  political 
party's  campaign  expenses  shall  be  limited  to  $30,  ex- 
cluding filing  fees. 

III.  Section  36 — Transporting  Voters  Prohibited 
—  No  student  shall  rent,  let,  donate,  or  use  a  car,  bus, 
taxi,  or  other  vehicle  for  the  purpose  of  transporting 
voters  to  the  polls,  and  no  candidate,  campaign  man- 
ager, or  party  worker  shall  gratuitously  or  for  a  con- 


sideration, accept  the  use  of  another's  car,  bus,  ta.xi, 
or  other  vehicle  for  the  purpose  of  transporting  voters 
to  the  polls. 

III.  Section  37  —  Eligibility  of  Student  Officers^  — 
The  elected  officers  must,  at  the  time  of  taking  office, 
have  an  accumulative  University  average  grade  of  at 
least  3.3  or  such  higher  average  as  may  be  required  by 
the  special  board  or  other  body  concerned. 

Article  6  —  Campus  Chest  Fund 

III.  Section  38 — Campus  Chest  Fund  —  A  fund 
to  be  known  as  the  "Campus  Chest"  shall  be  set  up 
and  administered  as  provided  in  Section  40.  All  ap- 
proved requests  for  funds  from  the  Student  Body  on 
the  Urbana  Campus  of  the  University  shall  be  paid 
out  of  this  fund.  There  will  be  no  individual  charity 
drives  on  the  Campus  unless  approved  by  the  Board 
(as  provided  for  in  Section  40)  and  only  on  the  fol- 
lowing basis:  (1)  Non-monetary  drives  (2)  Local 
student  drives. 

III.  Section  39  —  Allocations  and  Advisory  Board 

—  An  Allocations  and  Advisory  Board,  under  the  ju- 
risdiction of  the  Student  Senate,  shall  set  policy  and 
allocate  all  funds  of  the  Campus  Chest.  The  Board 
action  will  be  final  except  where  the  Student  Senate 
wishes  to  review  its  action.  The  Board  shall  consist 
of  one  representative  each  from  the  Interfraternity 
Council,  the  Panhellenic  Council,  the  Men's  Indepen- 
dent Association,  the  Women's  Group  System,  the 
Student  Religious  Council,  the  Illini  Union,  and  the 
Student  Senate.  The  chairman  of  the  Board  is  to  be 
elected  from  this  group,  and  by  this  group.  In  addi- 
tion, this  Board  shall  include  the  Campus  Chest  chair- 
man. Campus  Chest  secretary,  and  two  faculty  or 
administration  members  appointed  by  the  Dean  of 
Students,  one  of  whom  shall  be  the  Dean  of  Students 
or  his  representative.  Each  person  sitting  on  the 
Board  shall  vote  with  the  exception  of  the  aforemen- 
tioned case  of  choosing  the  Board  chairman. 

III.  Section  40  —  Chairman  of  the  Campus  Chest 

—  The  chairman  of  the  Campus  Chest  shall  be  chosen 
by  the  Board  not  less  than  30  days  before  the  end  of 
the  spring  semester.  The  chairman  shall  be  responsible 
to  the  Board  for  all  activities  of  the  Campus  Chest 
Committee. 

III.  Section  41  —  Campus  Chest  Committee  —  The 
chairman  of  the  Campus  Chest  shall  organize  a  com- 
mittee to  administer  events  scheduled  throughout  the 
year  to  benefit  the  Campus  Chest.    The  number  and 
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scope  of  such  fund  raising  programs  shall  he  deter- 
mined hy  the  I>oard.  The  Board  may  select  a  faculty 
advisor  for  the  Campus  Chest  Committee. 

III.  Section  42  —  Allocation  of  Funds  —  The  allo- 
cation of  funds  collected  shall  he  made  by  the  Alloca- 
tions and  Advisory  Hoard  with  the  approval  of  the 
Student  Senate  and  with  the  advice  and  aid  of  the 
Dean    of    Students,    on    only    the     following    basis: 

( 1 )  Preference  determined  by  a  poll  of  student  opin- 
ion   conducted    by    the    Campus    Chest    Committee; 

(2)  Approved  quotas  of  charities.  No  donations  to 
charities  shall  exceed  the  quota  approved  above.  A 
surplus  shall  be  maintained  in  the  fund  by  the  Senate 


to  lake  care  of  any  additional  requests  by  the  Senate.'* 

111.  Section  43 — Financial  Report  —  A  complete 
financial  report  of  drives  and  allocations  of  all  funds 
shall  be  published  in  the  Daily  Jllini  by  the  Hoard. 

III.  Section  44  —  (Jther  Contributions  —  Contribu- 
tions throughout  the  year  to  either  the  Campus  Chest 
or  to  an  individual  charity  will  be  accepted  by  the 
Student  Senate  and  distributed  as  the  donor  requests.* 
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Chapter  4 
Campus  Activities 

Article  1  —  Definitions 

IV.  Section    1  —  Definition  —  Campus    activities 
mean  all  extracurricular  student  affairs  and  mattersv 
conducted  by  organizations  composed  partly  or  entirely 
of  undergraduate  students  for  the  primary  benefit  or 
pleasure  of  undergraduate  students. 

IV.  Section  2  —  Participation  in  Activities — Par- 
ticipation in  activities  means  taking  any  part  in  extra- 
curricular activities,  serving  as  an  officer,  member, 
manager,  or  staff  worker,  or  participating  in  any  way 
in  any  organization  or  activity  so  designated  by  the 
Committee  on  Student  Afifairs  and  the  Student  Senate. 
Participation  of  members  of  the  University  staff  or 
graduate  students  in  extracurricular  activities  shall  be 
at  the  discretion  of  the  activity. 

IV.  Section  3  —  Limited  Participation  for  Men  — 
No  senior  man  shall  be  allowed  to  hold  more  than  one 
of  the  following  positions  concurrently:

Editor  of  the  Illio

IV.  Section  4  —  Limited  Participation  for  Women 
—  No  senior  woman  shall  be  allowed  to  hold  more 
than  one  of  the  following  positions  concurrently:

Editor  of  the  Illio

IV.  Section  5  —  Activities  Without  .Student-Fac- 
ulty Board  —  All  student  organizations  and  extracur- 
ricular activity  participants  not  working  directly  under 
a  student-faculty  board  are  directly  responsible  to  the 
Committee  on  Student  Affairs.  They  are  required  to 
observe  the  rules  and  regulations  which  the  Commit- 
tee, in  conjunction  with  the  Student  Senate,  formu- 
lates for  their  counsel  and  guidance.  Students  are 
urged  to  seek  the  Committee's  advice  and  assistance 
in  matters  touching  the  policies  and  conduct  of  their 
various  activities. 

IV.  Section  6  —  Activities  Under  Departmental 
Sponsorship  —  Activity  enterprises  carried  on  by  stu- 
dent organizations  under  University  departmental 
sponsorship  shall  be  approved  by  the  Senate  Com- 
mittee on  Student  Affairs  and  be  subject  to  all  regula- 
tions governing  other  organizations. 

IV.  Section  7  —  Coordinate  Student  -  Faculty 
Boards  —  Student- faculty  boards  directing  various 
activities  on  the  campus  are  separate  administrative 
units  with  functions  coordinated  in  the  general  activity 
program  by  the  Committee  on  Student  Affairs.  Where 
the  functions  of  any  such  board  overlap  with  those  of 
the  Committee,  the  two  units  shall  cooperate;  however, 
activities  under  student-faculty  boards  are  expected  to 
observe  all  general  regulations  of  the  Code  on  Student 
Affairs. 

IV.  Section  8 — Permanent  Student- Faculty  Boards 
—  Established  permanent  student-faculty  boards 
which  function  in  particular  fields  of  extracurricular 
activity  are: 

1.  The  Athletic  Council,  which  has  within  its  juris- 
diction the  election  of  student  managers  and  cheer- 
leaders, the  awarding  of  varsity  letters  and  freshman 
numerals,  and  other  matters  dealing  with  athletics  at 
the  University. 

2.  The  Illini  Board  of  Control,  which  conducts  the 
business  of  the  Illini  Publishing  Company,  appoints 
editors,  business  managers,  and  other  officers  and  staff 
members  of  all  student  publications,  and  exercises 
other  functions  enumerated  in  its  constitution  and 
by-laws. 

3.  The     University     Concert     and     Entertainment 
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r>oard.  organized  to  supervise  aiul  conduct  all  con- 
certs and  i)ublic  entertainments  (except  social  func- 
tions) given  in  University  buildings  wholly  by  profes- 
sional artists  for  which  admission  is  charged. 

4.  The  mini  Union  Board/  which  determines  the 
policies  for  the  operation  of  the  Illini  Union. 

5.  The  Illini  Theatre  Guild,  organized  to  super- 
vise and  coordinate  all  dramatic  performances  by 
member  societies. 

6.  The  Woman's  Athletic  Association  Advisory 
Board,  which  controls  women's  athletic  activities. 

7.  The  Student  Organizations  Fund  Executive 
Board,  which  is  responsible  for  the  administration  of 
the  Student  Organizations  Fund. 

8.  The  University  Y.M.C.A.  Board  of  Directors, 
which  directs  the  student  activities  of  the  University 
Y.M.C.A. 

9.  The  University  Y.W.C.A.  Executive  Board, 
which  directs  the  student  activities  of  the  University 
YAV.C.A. 

10.  The  Board  of  Fraternity  Affairs,  which  has 
jurisdiction  over  all  men's  social  undergraduate  fra- 
ternities operating  on  the  Champaign-Urbana  campus. 

IV.  Section  9  —  Minimum  Scholastic  Requirement 
—  The  minimum  scholastic  requirement  for  student 
participation  in  activities  shall  be:  (1)  freedom  from 
probation,  or  (2)  a  scholastic  average  of  at  least  3.0 
in  the  preceding  semester,  or  (3)  permission  of  the 
Dean  or  Director  of  the  College  or  School.^ 

Any  activity  board  shall  have  the  option  to  establish 
and  administer  additional  eligibility  rules,  and  it  shall 
be  the  responsibility  of  the  Activity  Board  to  inform 
the  Committee  on  Student  Affairs  of  its  additional 
requirements. 

Article  2  —  Eligibility  Requirements 

IV.  Section  10  —  Ineligibility  —  The  Secretary  of 
the  Committee  on  Student  Affairs  shall  check  the 
records  of  all  students  (except  athletes^)  participating 
in  activities  and  report  those  individuals  falling  below 
the  minimum  requirements  to  the  heads  of  their  activi- 
ties for  disqualification  and  elimination  from  parti- 
cipation. Student  heads  of  the  various  activities  shall 
be  responsible  for  submitting  accurate  lists  of  all 
participants  associated  with  them,  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  Committee  on  Student  Affairs.  The  ofifice  of  the 
Registrar  shall  be  solely  responsible  for  checking 
eligibility  of  students  participating  in  athletics. 

IV.  Section   11  —  Classification  —  Undergraduate 


students  participating  in  extracurricular  activities,  ex- 
cept athletics,  are  classified  into  four  classes  in  accord- 
ance with  the  number  of  credit  hours  which  they  have 
earned.  For  those  whose  graduation  requirement  is 
120  hours  or  less  than  130:  Seniors  must  have  88  or 
more  hours;  Juniors  56  hours  and  less  than  88; 
Sophomores  27  hours  and  less  than  56;  Freshmen  less 
than  27.  For  those  whose  graduation  requirement  is 
130  hours  or  less  than  136:  Seniors  must  have  94 
hours,  Juniors  60  hours  and  less  than  94;  Sophomores 
30  hours  and  less  than  60;  Freshmen  less  than  30.  For 
those  whose  graduation  requirement  is  136  hours  or 
more:  Seniors  must  have  99  or  more  hours;  Juniors 
62  hours  and  less  than  99;  Sophomores  30  hours  and 
less  than  62;  Freshmen  less  than  30.  These  require- 
ments are  summarized  in  the  following  table:

Sophomore  standing 27       30       30 

A  student  shall  be  ineligible  for  class  or  Senate 
ofifice  after  he  has  been  in  residence  in  college  for 
more  than  eight  semesters  and  has  five  hours  more 
than  the  minimum  graduation  requirements  in  his 
college.^ 

Article  3  —  The  Activities  Calendar 

IV.  Section  12  —  Preparation  of  Calendar  —  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Student  Affairs, 
acting  in  conjunction  with  the  University  Senate  Com- 
mittee on  Calendar,  the  various  student- faculty  boards 
and  student  organization  officers,  to  minimize  conflicts 
and  undue  competition  in  the  presentation  of  public 
entertainment  events  by  the  various  student  organiza- 
tions and  boards.  The  Committee  shall  call  for  peti- 
tions at  a  specified  date  in  May  for  events  in  the 
coming  year  and  approve  the  dates  and  prepare  a 
calendar  for  all  such  events. 

IV.  Section  13  —  Traditional  Dates  —  Certain 
events  have  been  held  traditionally  on  the  same  days 
each  year.  But  these  days  may  be  changed  by  the 
Committee  on  Student  Affairs  if  in  their  judgment 
the  interests  of  the  student  body  would  be  promoted 
thereby.  Such  events  and  days  are  as  follows:

Mothers'  Day,  so  far  as  the  student  body  is  concerned, 
shall  be  celebrated  on  the  first  Sunday  in  May. 

Senior  Ball  —  Night  of  the  final  day  of  the  second 
semester  examination  period. 


Article  4  —  Group  Absences 

IV.  Section  14  —  fjroup  Absences — Permits  cov- 
ering group  absences  of  students  on  music,  dramatic 
or  other  extracurricular  activity  trips  sponsored  by  the 
University  shall  be  granted  by  the  Committee  on  Stu- 
dent Afifairs  upon  uniform  application  blanks  provided 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  Committee  showing  the  nature 
and  necessity  of  the  trip  and  the  faculty  sponsor 
thereof. 

Group  absences  of  any  one  group  or  organization 
shall  be  limited  to  10  per  cent  of  the  class  time  in  any 
semester. 

Group  absences  of  students  on  inspection  trips 
shall  be  reported  to  the  Committee  on  Student  Afifairs 
for  record. 

IV.  Section  15 — Athletic  Event  Absences  —  Re- 
quests for  athletic  and  exhibition  team  group  absences 
will  be  acted  upon  by  the  Senate  Committee  on  Ath- 
letics and  reported  to  the  Committee  on  Student 
Afifairs  for  record. 
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Chapter  5 

Honorary,  Professional,  Educational,  and 
Recreational  Organizations 

Article  1  —  Requirements  for  Recognition 

V.  Section  1  —  Requirements  for  Recognition  — 
Any  educational,  professional,  recreational,  or  honor- 
ary student  or  student- faculty  organization  may  apply 
for  University  recognition  on  a  form  provided  by  the 
Committee  on  Student  Affairs.  Such  application  shall 
state  the  names  of  its  officers,  members,  and  faculty 
sponsor,  its  initiation  and  other  fees,  and  requirements 
for  membership;  and  it  shall  be  accompanied  by  a 
copy  of  its  constitution  and  by-laws  and  a  statement  of 
its  purposes  and  functions. 

V.  Section  2  —  Probationary  and  Final  Recogni- 
tion —  When  an  organization  is  granted  University 
recognition  it  will  automatically  go  upon  a  probation- 
ary status  for  a  period  of  one  year.  At  the  end  of  this 
period  it  shall  submit  to  the  Committee  on  Student 
Affairs  a  report  of  its  progress.  Complete  recognition 
will  then  be  granted,  if  the  organization's  record  and 
prospects  seem  to  warrant  it. 

V.  Section  3  —  Recognition  Privileges  —  Univer- 
sity recognition  gives  to  the  organization  the  right  to 
the  use  of  University  facilities  such  as  rooms  and 
bulletin  boards  upon  compliance  with  regulations  re- 
lating thereto. 

V.  Section  4  —  Withdrawal  of  Recognition  — 
Recognition  of  an  organization  may  be  refused,  or,  if 
granted,  withdrawn  because  of  policies  or  practices 
inimical  to  education  or  to  the  best  interests  of  the 
University  or  because  of  excessive  fees  or  dues. 

Article  2  —  General  Requirements  of 
Organizations 

V.  Section  5  —  Limitations  of  Memberships —  Ac- 
tive membership  in  recognized  undergraduate  organi- 
zations shall  be  limited  to  regularly  registered  students 
and  members  of  the  University  staff. 

V.  Section  6  —  Registration  of  Officers  —  Each 
recognized  organization  must  keep  on  file  with  the 
Secretary  of  the  Committee  on  Student  Affairs  a  cor- 
rect and  up-to-date  list  of  its  officers. 

V.  Section  6a  —  Incorporation  Forbidden  —  No 
local  student  organization  shall  be  permitted  to  incor- 


porate without  the  express  permission  of  the  Senate 
Committee  on  Student  Affairs.^ 

V.  Section  7 — Finances  of  Public  Entertainments 
by  Organizations  —  All  financial  matters  connected 
with  public  entertainments  presented  or  .sponsored  by 
student  organizations,  except  as  otherwise  provided, 
shall  be  handled  through  the  Student  Organizations 
Fund,  subject  to  its  regulations. 

Article  3  —  Informal  Initiation  Requirements 

V.  Section  8 — Informal  Initiation  Defined  —  For 
the  purpose  of  this  article,  informal  initiation  shall  be 
defined  as  all  those  rites  and  activities  including  those 
of  pledgeship  carried  on  prior  to  the  formal  rituahstic 
services  which  induct  members  into  the  organization; 
or  those  that  are  characterized  by  any  degree  of 
"horseplay"  and  physical  activity,  whether  or  not  they 
occur  before  the  formal  and  ceremonial  services.  This 
act  shall  apply  to  all  student  organizations  except  liv- 
ing groups,  which  are  regulated  by  similar  prohibitions 
established  by  the  Inter-Fraternity  and  Panhellenic 
Councils. 

V.  Section  9  —  Initiation  Permit  —  Two  weeks  be- 
fore any  organization  desires  to  conduct  an  informal 
initiation  it  shall  present  a  petition  for  that  initiation 
to  the  sub-committee  on  Honorary  Organizations  of 
the  University  Senate  Committee  on  Student  Affairs, 
through  its  Secretary,  which  petition  shall  include  the 
time  and  the  place  at  which  the  initiation  is  to  be  held, 
and  a  statement  that  the  organization  intends  to  con- 
form to  the  regulations  established  in  this  act  and  the 
spirit  thereof.  The  petition  shall  be  signed  by  the 
president  of  the  organization. 

V.  Section  10  —  Regulations  of  Initiation — The 
following  regulations  shall  govern  the  conduct  of  all 
informal  initiations: 

(a)  No  part  of  the  informal  initiation  may  be  held 
outside  of  the  limits  of  Champaign-Urbana. 

(b)  The  duration  of  any  informal  initiation  may 
not  exceed  three  hours.  This  limit  does  not  apply  to 
the  pledge  period. 

(c)  No  form  of  force  which  a  person  might  reason- 
ably foresee  would  subject  the  initiate  to  danger  of 
physical  harm  or  injury,  may  be  practiced.  No  initiate 
may  be  subjected  to  activity  which  will  cause  exces- 
sive fatigue.  Paddling  in  any  form  is  specifically  pro- 
hibited.

y.  Section  11  —  Report  on  Initiation  —  Within  six 
(lavs  foUowini;'  the  date  of  tlie  initiation,  the  orj^aniza- 
tion  conducting;'  it  shall  turn  in  a  report  of  the  initia- 
tion, to  the  Secretary  of  the  Committee  on  Student 
Affairs,  stating  whether  it  has  complied  witli  the  pro- 
visions and  the  spirit  of  this  act.  Any  violations  of 
this  article  shall  be  reported  fully.  The  report  shall 
be  signed  by  the  president  of  the  organization,  the  in- 
formal initiation  chairman,  and  the  faculty  sponsor  of 
the  organization,  all  of  whom  shall  attend  the  initiation. 

V.  Section   12  —  Failure   to   Comply  with   Regula- 


tions—  Failure  to  conduct  an  informal  initiation  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  article  or  the 
si)irit  thereof  shall  subject  any  organization,  any  of 
its  members,  or  both,  to  disciplinary  action. 

Article  4  —  Unrecognized  Organizations 

V.  Section  13  —  Forbidden  Organizations  —  Or- 
ganizations with  purposes  or  practices  contrary  to  mor- 
ality, to  education,  or  to  public  or  University  welfare, 
or  with  a  secret  membership  will  not  be  permitted  to 
exist  on  the  campus. 
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Chapter  6 
Social  Events 

Article  1  —  In  General 

VI.  Section  1  —  Classification  —  All  regulations 
pertaining  to  dances  and  other  social  functions  and 
events  at  the  University  shall  be  under  the  general 
administration  of  the  Committee  on  Student  Affairs. 
These  duties  fall  under  four  divisions: 

(a)  Those  having  to  do  with  social  functions  of 
fraternities,  sororities,  and  other  house  groups,  held 
exclusively  for  their  own  members  or  guests.  These 
are  known  as  House  Functions. 

(b)  Those  having  to  do  with  social  functions  of 
honorary  and  other  student  organizations  held  ex- 
clusively for  their  own  members.  These  are  known 
as  Organization  Functions. 

(c)  Those  having  to  do  with  all  other  social  func- 
tions. These  are  known  as  General  University  Func- 
tions. 

(d)  Any  other  special  events  such  as  conventions, 
demonstrations,  shows,  recitals,  etc.,  sponsored  by  Uni- 
versity undergraduate  organizations,  which  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Committee  on  Student  Affairs  should 
have  additional  supervision. 

VI.  Section  2  —  Petition  for  Event  —  Before  any 
function  described  in  Chapter  VI,  Social  Events,  may 
be  held,  a  petition  for  the  function  must  be  approved 
by  the  Committee  on  Student  Affairs,  and  such  petition 
must  be  accompanied  by  a  budget.^ 

VI.  Section  3  —  Tickets  —  Tickets  for  all  student 
organization-sponsored  events  at  which  admission  is 
charged  must  be  ordered  through  the  Secretary  of  the 
Committee  on  Student  Affairs,  or  his  representative, 
unless  this  requirement  is  waived  by  the  Committee 
on  Student  Affairs.  After  they  are  printed  they  will 
be  turned  over  to  the  ticket  chairman  for  further  dis- 
tribution. The  ticket  chairman  will  be  held  solely  re- 
sponsible for  all  tickets  given  him.  To  aid  him  in 
further  distribution  he  should  obtain  a  receipt  for  all 
tickets  given  to  individuals. 

Article  2  —  House  and  Organization  Functions 

VI.  Section  4  —  House  and  Organization  Func- 
tions—  House  and  organizations  functions  shall  be 
under  direct  supervision  of  the  sub-committee  on 
Organisation  Social  Events,  and  all  applications,  re- 
ports, etc.,  shall  be  made  to  it. 


VJ.  Section  5  —  Closed  Functions — House  and 
Organization  I'unclions  at  which  dancing  is  the  princi- 
])al  means  of  entertainment  .shall  be  considered 
"closed." 

VI.  Section  6  —  Ten-Day  Eimit — Permission  to 
h(jld  a  I  louse  or  C)rganization  Function  must  be  se- 
cured from  the  sub-committee  on  Organization  Social 
Events,  100  ])evier  Hall,  at  least  10  days  prior  to  the 
date  of  the  function. 

VI.  Section  7  —  Available  Dates;  Closing  Hours  — 
House  and  Organization  Functions  may  be  held  only 
upon  Friday  evening,  Saturday  afternoon  or  evening, 
or  the  evening  preceding  a  University  holiday.  Evening 
House  and  Organization  Functions  shall  close  not  later 
than  12:00  midnight.  Houses  shall  close  not  later  than 
1:00  a.m.  except  on  the  nights  of  major  dances  when 
they  shall  close  not  later  than  2:00  a.m. 

VI.  Section  8  —  No  Function  Periods  —  No  under- 
graduate student  house  or  organization  may  present 
a  social  function  during  the  Homecoming  week  end, 
during  the  final  examination  period,  the  period  be- 
tween semesters,  or  the  week  end  of  Mothers'  Day, 
or  the  nights  of  the  major  dances  (Senior  Ball, 
Junior  Prom,  Military  Ball).  This  does  not  apply  to 
general  University  functions. 

VI.  Section  9  —  Number  of  Functions  —  Each 
fraternity  and  sorority  or  other  house  group  shall  be 
limited  to  five^  House  Functions  each  semester,  of 
which  no  more  than  one  may  be  formal.  Honorary  and 
other  student  organizations  shall  be  limited  to  two 
Organization  Functions  each  semester. 

Participation  in  a  social  function  given  by  any  com- 
bination of  two  or  more  of  the  above  named  under- 
graduate student  groups  shall  count  as  one  function 
for  each  participating  group. 

VI.  Section  10  —  Sponsors  —  Each  House  or  Or- 
ganization Function  shall  be  sponsored  by  a  married 
faculty  couple,  who  may  invite  another  couple  when 
the  affair  is  informal. 

VI.  Section  11 — Duties  of  Officers  —  The  house 
or  organization  social  chairman  and  president  shall  be 
personally  and  individually  responsible  for  the  social 
standards  and  general  conduct  of  the  event.  Their 
duties  and  responsibilities  shall  include: 

(a)    Hospitable  treatment  of   their  sponsor  guests. 

(bj    Insistence  upon  adequate  lighting. 

(cj    Restriction  of  the  function  to  the  main  lloor  or

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to  parts  of  the  house  specificalh^  requested  and  ap- 
proved. 

(d)  Prevention  of  the  use  of  intoxicating  liquor 
by  all  persons  attending  the  function,  admitting  no  in- 
dividual under  the  influence  of  liquor. 

(e)  Complete  responsibility  for  the  conduct  of  all 
persons  attending  the  dance. 

(f)  Closing  on  time. 

VI.  Section  11a  —  Fire  Hazards  —  Any  house 
having  special  decorations  for  a  function  will  be  re- 
quired to  submit  answers  to  a  questionnaire  prepared 
by  the  Physical  Plant  Department  (and  provided  by 
the  Chairman  of  the  sub-committee  on  Organization 
Social  Events),  and  if  any  inspections  are  necessary, 
based  on  replies  to  this  questionnaire,  that  the  Chair- 
man of  the  sub-committee  on  Organization  Social 
Events  may  call  on  the  Physical  Plant  Department 
for  advice  or  inspection  before  the  event  may  be  held.^ 

VI.  Section  12  —  Responsibilities  of  Chairman  — 
The  social  chairman  is  required  to  file  a  report  con- 
cerning the  dance  before  Wednesday  noon  following 
the  social  event.  Report  blanks  will  be  furnished  when 
the  dance  is  approved.  Failure  to  submit  such  report 
will  subject  the  organization  to  temporary  loss  of 
social  privileges.  The  faculty  sponsor  will  be  requested 
to  report  and  comment  upon  the  conduct  of  the  dance. 
He  may  be  called  upon  by  house  or  organization 
officers  to  assist  them,  whenever  necessary,  in  the  ad- 
ministration of  their  responsibilities.^ 

VI.  Section  13  —  Liquor  Forbidden  —  No  beer, 
wine,  or  other  intoxicating  liquor  may  be  served  at 
any  social  function.

(a)  WARNING  PROBATION  places  no  actual  restric- 
tions on  the  social  activities  of  the  house,  but  if  the  house 
does  not  conform  to  the  letter  and  spirit  of  the  University 
regulations,  any  subsequent  infractions  (within  a  stated  pe- 
riod) will  result  in  further  disciplinary  action. 

(b)  SOCIAL  PROBATION  prohibits  the  house  from 
participating  in  and  sponsoring  the  following  social  events: 
dances  in  the  house  or  out  of  the  house ;  exchange  dinners 
or  desserts  in  the  house  or  out  of  the  house ;  picnics,  hay- 
rides,  teas,  "At-Home,"  and  other  social  events  that  require 
approval  from  the  Dean  of  Women. 

(c)  DISCIPLINARY  PROBATION  includes  social  pro- 
bation and  prohibits  the  house  from  participating  in  any  of 
the  following:  Intramural  Athletics,  Homecoming,  Stunt 
.Show,  House  Decorations,  Badge  Sales,  Dads'  Day  Stunt 
-Show,  Spring  Carnival,  Sachem,  Shi-Ai,  Watcheka  Sing. 


VI.  Section  14  —  Supervision  —  The  issuance,  au- 
diting, and  collection  of  tickets  for  Organization  Func- 
tions shall  be  supervised  by  the  .Secretary  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Student  Aft'airs  or  his  representative.  This 
provision  may  be  waived  by  the  Senate  Committee  on 
Student  Affairs  at  its  discretion. 

VI.  Section  15  —  Picnics  —  Undergraduate  stu- 
dents may  hold  mixed  picnics,  hayrides,  and  sleigh- 
rides  upon  compliance  with  the  following  require- 
ments : 

(a)  A  petition  must  be  filed  with  and  approved  by 
the  sub-committee  on  Organization  Social  Events,  100 
Bevier  Hall,  at  least  three  days  in  advance.  Signature 
of  a  married  faculty  or  administrative  stafif  member 
is  required  on  the  petition. 

(b)  The  sponsor  couple  shall  accompany  this  group, 
which  must  return  to  the  city  limits  not  later  than 
11:00  p.m.  on  Friday  and  Saturday  nights  and  9:00 
p.m.  on  Sunday. 

(c)  University  motor  vehicle  restrictions  regula- 
tions apply  fully  on  such  occasions  including  school 
bus  insurance  endorsement  on  trucks  or  buses. 

VI.  Section  16  —  Exchange  Dinners  —  Women 
dinner  guests  in  men's  houses,  excepting  parents  and 
guests  accompanying  them,  and  excepting  women  din- 
ner guests  in  men's  fraternity  houses  having  house 
directors,  are  permitted  under  the  following  conditions 
only: 

(a)  A  petition  must  be  filed  with  and  approved  by 
the  Chairman  of  the  sub-committee  on  Organization 
Social  Events,  100  P)evier  Hall,  at  least  three  days  in 
advance  of  the  dinner.  This  petition  shall  bear  the 
name  of  the  dinner's  sponsor  who  shall  be  a  inarried 
faculty  or  administrative  staflf  couple. 

(b)  Hours  of  departure  of  guests  from  dift'erent 
types  of  dinner  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  Sunday,  3:00  p.m. 

2.  Exchange  and  week-day,  7:30  p.m. 

3.  Formal,  9:30  p.m. 

(c)  Dinner  permits  shall  be  endorsed  by  the  spon- 
sor following  the  dinner  and  returned  to  100  Bevier 
Hall,  within  three  days  thereafter. 

VI.  Section  17  —  Out-of-Town  Parties  —  No  stu- 
dent organization  may  sponsor  or  present  social  events 
outside  municipal  Champaign-Urbana  and  the  local 
country  clubs  except  as  provided  in  VI,  Section  32. 
There  shall  be  no  out-of-town  dances. 

VI.  Section  18  —  Breakfast  Parties  —  Breakfast 
parties,  or  other  social  excursions  immediately  after 


2:00  a.m.  social  events,  are  prohibited  until  6:00  a.m. 
University  motor  vehicle  restriction  regulations  apply 
fully  on  such  occasions. 

There  are  to  be  no  week  end  breakfast  functions  in 
the  houses  except  on  Saturday  and  Sunday  and  those 
not  before  12:00  o'clock  noon. 

Article  3  —  General  University  Functions; 
Dance  Committees 

\T.  Section  19  —  Dance  Committees  —  Number  of 
Members;  Duties  —  Any  committee  or  council  ap- 
pointed by  class,  college,  or  other  organization  to  have 
charge  of  general  functions  shall  be  responsible  to  the 
Coordination  Committee.  Such  class  committee  or 
council  is  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  Dance  Com- 
mittee. Dance  committees  shall  not  exceed  ten  in 
number,  except  that  in  the  case  of  benefit  dances, 
where  an  emergency  arises,  the  number  may  be  in- 
creased by  the  Coordination  Committee. 

Approval  of  the  function  is  given  by  the  Committee 
on  Student  Afifairs,  after  which  approval  of  the  date, 
place,  and  budget  of  the  proposed  general  function 
shall  be  secured  from  the  Coordination  Committee  be- 
fore further  steps  are  taken  by  the  Dance  Committee. 

VI.  Section  20  —  Bond  for  Chairman  —  Dance 
Committee  Chairmen  of  General  Functions,  the  esti- 
mated income  from  which  exceeds  One  Thousand 
Dollars  ($1,000.00),  shall  be  placed  under  bond  to 
cover  performance  of  their  duties.  Bond  applications 
shall  be  provided  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Committee 
on  Student  Affairs,  or  his  representative.'^ 

VL  Section  21  —  Procedure:  Sealed  Bids  and 
Contracts  —  Any  item  of  expenditure  of  a  Dance 
Committee  exceeding  Fifty  Dollars  ($50.00)  must  be 
based  upon  a  contract  arrived  at  by  open  competition 
and  sealed  bids  whenever  practicable.  Bidders  shall 
be  given  an  opportunity  to  present  and  explain  their 
proposals  to  the  Dance  Committee  or  its  sub-commit- 
tees. Sealed  bids  on  identical  specifications  shall  then 
be  submitted  to  the  Secretary  or  his  representative 
of  the  Committee  on  Student  Affairs  upon  the  fourth 
Wednesday  preceding  the  dance.  They  shall  be  opened 
on  or  before  the  third  Saturday  preceding  the  dance 
at  the  meeting  of  the  Coordination  Committee  in  the 
presence  of  the  Dance  Committee  Chairman.  Contracts 
shall  be  awarded  to  the  lowest  satisfactory  bidder  by 
a  majority  vote  of  the  Coordination  Committee.  Any 
general  or  annual  contract  for  services  and  materials 
which  the  Coordination  Committee  may  deem  advis- 
able may  be  awarded. 


Since  procurement  of  the  j;rograms  involves  certain 
routine  procedures  and  requires  some  experience,  pro- 
gram sub-committees  will  meet  with  the  .Secretary  or 
his  representative  prior  to  the  fifth  Wednesday  pre- 
ceding the  dance  and  decide  upon  specifications.  The 
Secretary  or  his  representative  shall  then  prepare  and 
distribute  these  specifications  to  all  interested  bidders. 
I  le  shall  receive  sealed  bids  for  transmittal  to  the 
Coordination  Committee  as  above  provided,  no  bids  to 
be  accepted  after  the  Committee's  regular  meeting 
hour." 

VI.  Section  22  —  Requisitions  and  Vouchers  —  In 
accordance  with  rules  governing  finances  of  student 
organizations'  no  expenditures  shall  be  contracted,  ac- 
knowledged, or  paid  by  the  Dance  Committee  unless 
they  are  approved  budget  items  or  otherwise  sanc- 
tioned by  the  Coordination  Committee.  Vouchers  will 
l)e  approved  for  payment  only  when  accompanied 
by  a  requisition  properly  approved  by  the  Secretary  or 
his  representative. 

VI.  Section  23  —  Reports  —  Each  dance  committee 
shall  submit  to  the  Secretary  or  his  representative  of 
the  Committee  on  Student  Affairs  a  detailed  prelimi- 
nary report  concerning  the  progress  of  its  dance  two 
weeks  before  the  date  of  the  dance.  A  final  written 
report  from  the  Dance  Chairman,  approved  by  the 
Chairman  of  the  Coordination  Committee,  should  be 
handed  to  the  Secretary  or  his  representative  within 
two  (2)  weeks  after  the  dance  is  over. 

VI.  Section  24  —  Patrons:  Procedure  —  Patron 
lists  shall  be  prepared  by  the  Dance  Committee,  shall 
be  typewritten  in  triplicate,  and  shall  include  correct 
names,  addresses,  and  identification  of  patrons.  This 
shall  be  submitted  for  the  approval  of  the  Coordi- 
nation Committee  not  later  than  the  third  Saturday 
preceding  the  dance.  Invitations  to  patrons  shall  be 
prepared  and  mailed  by  the  sub-committee  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  Dance  Committee  which  shall  furnish 
envelopes  and  postage  for  the  same.  These  should  be 
brought  to  the  sub-committee  on  or  before  the  third 
Saturday  before  the  dance,  to  facilitate  mailing. 
Patrons  will  be  admitted  upon  presentation  of  invi- 
tations. These  should  be  endorsed  at  the  door.  Com- 
plimentary tickets  to  committee  members  and  others 
approved  by  the  Coordination  Committee  shall  be  dis- 
tributed by  the  sub-committee. 

VI.  Section   25  —  Patron    Lists  —  The    patron    list

of  the  Senior  Ball,  Military  I5all,  and  Junior  I'rom, 
shall  include  the  Governor,  Members  of  tlie  Hoard  of 
Trustees,  Secretary,  Treasurer,  and  Comptroller  of  the 
Hoard,  President  and  Provost  of  the  University,  Deans 
and  Directors  of  the  Schools  and  Colleges,  including 
the  Chicago  Schools,  the  Deans  of  Men  and  Women, 
and  the  Commandant  of  the  University  R.O.T.C. 
Brigade,  N.R.O.T.C.  Units,  and  A.R.O.T.C.  Corps. 
In  case  of  class  dances  the  patron  list  shall  also  in- 
clude the  parents  of  class  officers  and  dance  committee 
members.  In  addition  to  the  above,  each  class  officer, 
each  member  of  the  class  dance  committee,  and  of  the 
Coordination  Committee  shall  be  permitted  to  invite  a 
faculty  guest. 

In  the  case  of  the  Military  P>all,  the  patron  list  may 
also  include  names  submitted  by  the  Joint  Council, 
approved  by  Coordination  Committee. 

The  patron  lists  of  all  other  general  functions  shall 
include  the  President  of  the  University,  members  of 
the  Committee  on  Student  Affairs,  and  an  additional 
list  approved  by  the  Coordination  Committee. 

VI.  Section  26  —  Exceptions —  In  the  event  of  the 
impossibility  of  compliance  with  any  of  the  above 
rules  as  to  time  limits  specified  or  other  matters,  by 
reason  of  cancellation  of  contracts  or  other  unforeseen 
causes,  the  Coordination  Committee  shall  follow^  such 
plans  as  seem  expedient. 

VI.  Section  27  —  Closing  Hours — All  general 
functions  shall  close  not  later  than  12:00  o'clock  mid- 
night, except  the  Senior  Ball,  Junior  Prom,  Sophomore 
Cotillion,  and  Military  Ball.  These  shall  close  not  later 
than  2:00  a.m. 

VI.  Section  28  —  Excess  Profits  Tax  —  The  Co- 
ordination Committee  shall  maintain  a  fund  for  pur- 
chase and  maintenance  of  dance  material  decorations 
and  equipment,  this  fund  to  be  derived  from  a  levy 
of  25%  on  General  University  Function's  profits  in 
excess  of  10%  of  their  gross  income.*

Article  3a  —  Dance  and  Scholarship  Fund 

VI.  Section  29a  —  Creation  of  Dance  Fund  —  A 
dance  fund  is  hereby  established,  to  be  maintained  at 
not  more  than  $1,500,  in  order  to  provide  a  guarantee 
fund  necessary  for  the  employment  of  the  orchestra 
engaged  to  furnish  music  for  University  class  dances. 
The  funds  of  all  four  classes  as  the  balance  stands 
as  of  I-'ebruary  25,  1944,  shall  be  transferred  to  the 
dance  fund.  The  existing  fund  arising  from  the  two 
per  cent  assessment  on  surplus  from  former  dances 
is  also  transferred  to  the  dance  fund.  The  two  per  cent 
assessment  provision  is  hereby  repealed." 

VI.  Section  29b  —  Scholarship  Fund  —  A  scholar- 
ship fund  shall  be  created  and  supported  by  senior 
class  dance  funds  existing  at  the  time  of  graduation. 
Beginning  in  June,  1944,  after  all  expenses  of  the 
graduating  class  have  been  paid,  the  remaining  surplus 
in  the  senior  class  dance  fund  shall  be  transferred  to 
the  dance  fund  unless  such  transfer  shall  create  a 
balance  in  the  dance  fund  in  excess  of  $1,500  and  then 
such  excess  shall  be  transferred  to  the  scholarship 
fund.  If  the  dance  fund  has  a  balance  of  $1,500  before 
such  transfer,  then  the  entire  dance  surplus  of  the 
senior  class  at  graduation  shall  go  into  the  scholarship 
fund. 

VI.  Section  29c  —  Class  Funds  —  Each  class  until 
graduation  may  maintain  an  account  in  the  student 
organization  fund  under  its  own  name.^" 

VI.  Section  29d  —  Deficits  and  Assessments  —  If 
a  dance  deficit  exhausts  the  funds  of  a  class  and  a 
deficit  exists,  the  deficit  shall  be  made  up  from  the 
dance  fund,  as  a  loan  to  the  class  to  be  repaid  to  the 
dance  fund  as  soon  as  the  class  has  sufficient  funds. 
If  the  repayment  of  a  loan  to  the  dance  fund  creates 
an  amount  in  the  fijnd  in  excess  of  $1,500,  then  such 
excess  shall  go  into  the  scholarship  fund." 

Article  4  —  Special  Events 

VI.  Section  30  —  Requirements  for  Special  Events 
—  Any  special  events  such  as  conventions,  demonstra- 
tions, shows,  recitals,  etc.,  sponsored  by  University 
undergraduate  organizations,  shall  be  subject  to  the 
following  regulations  (unless  waived  by  the  Commit- 
tee on  Student  Affairs) : 

(a)  Supervision:  The  Committee  for  the  special 
event  shall  be  placed  under  the  supervision  of  the  Co- 
ordination Committee.

(b)  lUulgct;  The  Commiltcc  for  the  special  event 
shall  sul)mit  a  proposed  budget  of  receipts  and  expend- 
itures   for  approval  by   the  Coordination   Committee. 

(c)  I'ond:  A  suitable  surety  bond  for  the  Chair- 
man or  Committee  members  may  be  required  by  the 
Coordination  Committee. 

(d)  Sealed  Bids:  For  items  of  exjjenditure  in 
excess  of  $50.00,  sealed  bids  may  be  required  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Coordination  Committee. 

(e)  Issuing  Tickets:    The  printing  and  issuing  of 


tickets  shall  be  sujjcrvised  by  the  Coordination  Com- 
niillee. 

(  \' )  Complimentary  Tickets:  The  complimentary 
ticket  list  shall  be  approved  by  the  Coordination  Com- 
mittee. 

(g)  Collection  of  Tickets:  The  collection  and  audit 
of  tickets  shall  be  supervised  by  the  Coordination  Com- 
mittee. 

(h)  Kxem])tion  from  Tax:  Such  events  will  not 
be  subject  to  the  .Student  .Senate  Tax  of  1.5%  CSee 
HI,  Section  20). 
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Chapter  7 

Use  of  University  Facilities 

Article  1  —  Use  of  University  Buildings 
and  Grounds 

VII.  Section  1 — General  Requirements  on  Use  of 
Facilities  —  Subject  to  the  requirements  of  the  Physi- 
cal Plant  Department,  recognized  student  organizations 
may  use  University  rooms  for  their  regular  meetings 
and  for  other  purposes  approved  by  the  Committee 
on  Student  Affairs.  Public  entertainments,  exhibitions 
or  celebrations  may  be  given  by  recognized  student 
organizations  on  the  campus  upon  the  approval  of  the 
Committee  on  Student  Affairs.  Public  celebrations 
shall  include  all  organized  events  attracting  general 
public  interest  such  as  Homecoming,  Dads'  Day, 
Mothers'  Day,  Interscholastic  week  end,  pre-game  pep 
meetings,  and  the  like. 

VII.  Section  2  —  Application  for  Functions  —  Ap- 
plication for  approval  of  such  a  program  shall  include 
the  time  and  place  of  the  entertainment,  a  statement 
as  to  its  nature  and  extent,  the  responsible  agent,  and 
a  detailed  budget  prepared  with  the  advice  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Student  Affairs.  Such  application  shall  be 
first  filed  with  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Student  Affairs  and  then,  if  approved,  filed 
with  the  Director  of  the  Physical  Plant  Department. 

VII.  Section  3  —  Hours  Available — University 
rooms  for  students'  use  are  available  on  Monday, 
Tuesday,  Wednesday,  Thursday,  or  Friday  after  4:00 
p.m.,  on  Saturday  after  1:00  p.m.,  and  at  other  hours 
under  special  circumstances.  Groups  using  University 
buildings  to  rehearse  for  public  performances  must 
cease  their  activity  at  10:00  p.m.  on  Monday,  Tuesday, 
Wednesday,  and  Thursday  nights,  unless  special  per- 
mission is  given. 

VTI.  Section  4  —  Closing  Hours  —  All  meetings  of 
organizations,  and  social  gatherings  connected  with  the 
University,  held  in  University  buildings,  must  close 
not  later  than  12:00  p.m.,  with  the  exception  of  (1)  the 
Senior  Ball,  (2)  the  Junior  Prom,  (3)  the  Sophomore 
Cotillion,  and  (4)  the  Military  Ball,  each  of  which 
must  close  not  later  than  2:00  a.m.,  and  except  such 
other  student  events  as  shall  be  especially  permitted 
a  later  hour  by  the  Committee  on  Student  Affairs. 

\Tf.  Section  5  —  Sunday  Meetings  —  Meetings  of 
student  organizations  on  Sunday  will  be  prohibited  in 
University  buildings  except  a  limited  number  of  all- 
University  meetings  of  general  public  interest. 

VII.  Section   6 — Facilities    for    Sports  —  Univer- 


sity facilities  for  athletic  s];orts  are  available  for  stu- 
dent or  faculty  use  at  any  time  on  weekdays  and  on 
.Sundays  after  1 :00  jj.m. 

(The  following  sections  are  regulations  of  the 
Physical  Plant  Department) 

VII.  Section  7  —  Room  Petitions  in  Advance  — 
Petitions  for  the  use  of  University  rooms  shall  be 
filed  with  the  Physical  Plant  Dej^artment  at  least 
twenty- four  hours  before  their  use  is  desired. 

VII.  Section  8  —  Work  Requests  in  Advance  — 
Requests  for  work  to  be  done  by  the  Physical  Plant 
Department  shall  be  presented  at  least  forty-eight 
hours  in  advance. 

VII.  Section  9  —  Service  Work  by  Physical  Plant 
—  Neither  student  organizations  nor  outside  contrac- 
tors shall  be  permitted  to  make  any  alterations  or  ex- 
tensions to  any  University  service  lines  (such  as  elec- 
tric, water,  steam,  air,  and  gas).  The  Physical  Plant 
Department  will  do  all  such  work,  if  necessary,  at 
the  expense  of  the  student  organization  or  group 
requesting  it. 

VII.  Section  10  —  Fireproof  Decorations  —  All 
decorations  used  for  dances  or  other  social  functions 
shall  be  fireproofed  in  accordance  with  the  specifica- 
tions of  the  Physical  Plant  Department.  All  such  work 
must  be  done  in  such  a  manner  as  not  to  damage  or 
deface  buildings,  and  must  meet  with  the  approval  of 
the  University  Fire  Chief. 

VII.  Section  11  —  Electrical  Work  —  All  electrical 
work  must  be  done  by,  or  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Physical  Plant  Department,  and  all  electrical  equip- 
ment furnished  by  any  decorator  must  be  approved  by 
the  Physical  Plant  Department,  both  as  to  material 
and  construction. 

The  use  of  candles  as  lights,  or  for  decorative 
purposes  is  prohibited,  except  on  tables. 

VII.  Section  12  —  Public  Address  Equipment  — 
University  owned  and  operated  Public  Address  equip- 
ment shall  be  used  for  all  Public  Functions  at  the 
expense  of  the  organization,  and  any  privately  owned 
equipment  permitted  for  special  occasions  must  first 
be  checked  and  approved  by  University  electricians. 

VII.  Section  13  —  Projection  Equipment  —  Only 
University  owned  and  operated  projection  equipment 
shall  be  used  for  student  organization  meetings.  For 
the  use  of  projection  equipment,  blanks  supplied  by  the 
Physical  Plant  Department  shall  be  tilled  out  with 
the  information  requested  forty-eight  hours  before  the 
intended  usage.  All  such  services  shall  be  invoiced  to 
the  organization. 


\'I1.  Section  N  —  Preparation  of  IHoors —  Trepa- 
ration  of  floors  for  dances  in  University  l)uilcliiigs  shall 
be  done  by  the  Physical  IMant  Department  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  organization  sponsoring  the  function. 

The  cost  of  cleaning  dance  floors  shall  be  borne  by 
the  organization  sponsoring  the  dance,  when  there  is 
no  rental  charge  for  the  building. 

\'1I.  Section  13  —  Food  Service  —  The  dispensing 
of  food  products  in  connection  with  any  functions 
held  on  the  campus  must  be  under  conditions  ap- 
proved bv  the  University  Health  Officer.  These  con- 
ditions shall  include  approval  of  the  source  and  quality 
of  food  and  the  methods  of  serving.  Food  dispensers 
must  be  certified  by  the  University  Health  Officer. 

VII.  Section  16  —  Soliciting  or  Canvassing — So- 
liciting or  canvassing  in  University  buildings  or  on 
the  campus  is  prohibited,  except  as  permitted  by  the 
Physical  Plant  Department. 

VII.  Section  17 — Sale  of  Tickets  —  Tickets  to 
student  functions  shall  be  sold  only  in  the  place  set 
aside  for  that  purpose  in  the  Illini  Union,  or  in  such 
other  places  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Physical 
Plant  Department. 

VII.  Section  18 — General  Charges  —  For  the  use 
of  University  buildings  when  an  admission  fee  is 
charged,  a  rental  charge  will  be  made.  An  additional 
charge  at  cost,  will  be  made  for  all  extra  work  such 
as  wiring,  decorating,  special  lighting  efifects,  stage 
facilities,  the  use  of  palms  or  ferns,  the  taking  down 
and  putting  up  of  bleachers  in  the  gymnasium,  etc.^ 

VII.  Section  19  —  Rental  Charges  —  When  an 
admission  fee  is  collected  for  a  meeting  held  on  Uni- 
versity premises,  the  University  will  charge  a  Physi- 
cal Plant  rental  in  accordance  with  the  following 
schedule.

The  charge  for  each  ad- 
ditional rehearsal  is  ten  percent  of  the  rental  shown 
above. 

VII.  Section  20  —  Admission  Fees  —  In  no  case 
may  any  admission  be  charged  for  any  meeting  on 
University  premises  except  by  special  permission  of 
the  Physical  Plant  Department.  Such  permission  shall 
be  given  only, 

1.  When  the  proceeds  from  such  a  meeting  are  to 
go  into  the  treasury  of  any  student  organization  and 
the  funds  are  to  be  expended  according  to  University 
rules  under  the  supervision  and  with  the  approval  of 
proper  University  authorities;  or 

2.  When  the  fee  to  be  charged  is  for  the  sole  pur- 
pose of  paying  the  expense  of  such  a  meeting. 

Article  2  —  Use  of  Swimming  Pools 

VII.  Section  21  —  Use  of  Pools  by  Student  Or- 
ganizations^: 

(a)  Petition  must  first  be  submitted  ten  days  in 
advance  of  proposed  use  to  the  Student  Afifairs  Com- 
mittee. 

(b)  If  approved,  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the 
Student  Affairs  Committee  will  forward  to  the  Physi- 
cal Plant  Department  for  approval. 

(c)  Physical  Plant  Department  shall  check  records 
to  determine  availability  of  pool,  secure  tentative  ap- 
proval of  Supervisor,  and  release  of  pool  by  Physical 
Education  Department. 

"Administrative  order  of  Committee  on  Swimming  Pools, 
August   10,  1940. 


(d)  If  api)r(jvc(l,  the  Pliysical  Plant  Depaiimciil 
shall  write  the  organization  giving  tentative  approval 
but  shall  advise  them  that  approval  is  subject  to  re- 
quirements of  the  Supervisor  of  Swimming  whom  they 
should  see  at  once  to  secure  final  apjjroval.  A  cojjy  of 
this  approval  shall  be  sent  to  the  Supervisor  of  Swim- 
ming and  the  Sanitary  Engineer. 

(e)  The  Supervisor  of  Swimming  shall  satisfy 
himself  that  the  event  proposed  is  suitable  and  that 
he  has  checked  all  arrangement  for  decorations,  lights, 
etc.,  and  shall  so  notify  the  Physical  Plant  Department 
preferably  in  writing. 

(f)  Opening  orders  for  the  pool  will  not  be  sent 
until  a  statement  has  been  received  from  the  Super- 
visor of  Swimming  stating  that  the  organization  has 
met  the  requirements  governing  the  use  of  the  pool. 

(g)  Inner  door  will  be  unlocked  by  the  janitor  ten 
minutes  prior  to  the  time  designated  and  locked  ten 
minutes  after  the  time  designated  on  the  opening 
order. 

Article  3  —  Use  of  Bulletin  Boards 

(The  follozviiig  sections  are  regulations  of  the 
Physical  Plant  Department) 

VII.  Section  22  —  Specifications  —  Notices  on  bul- 
letin boards  must  not  exceed  seventy  inches  in  perim- 


eter, must  show  in  the  lower  left-hand  corner  the  fiate 
of  jjosting,  must  bear  the  name  of  the  person  or  or- 
ganization posting  the  notice,  and  the  material  thereon 
must  meet  with  the  approval  of  the  Physical  Plant  De- 
partment. 

V\\.  Section  22  —  Time  Limits  —  Notice  of  lec- 
tures, etc.,  shall  be  posted  not  more  than  two  weeks 
in  advance  of  the  lecture  and  will  be  removed  immedi- 
ately following  the  last  adverti.sed  date. 

VII.  Section  24  —  Non-Commercial  Advertising  — 
No  commercial  advertising  other  than  mentioned  in 
this  section  shall  be  permitted.  Advertisements  of  ap- 
proved rooms  for  rent,  help,  etc.,  will  be  permitted, 
provided  small  cards  (not  larger  than  3x5  inches) 
typed,  printed  or  neatly  lettered  are  used.  Notices  ad- 
vertising for  help  will  be  removed  at  the  end  of  two 
weeks. 

VII.  Section  25  —  Church  Notices  —  Church  and 
foundation  notices  may  remain  on  the  board  continu- 
ously, but  should  the  space  be  needed  at  any  time  they 
will  be  temporarily  removed,  to  be  replaced  later. 

VII.  Section  26  —  Right  to  Remove  Notices  —  The 
University  reserves  the  right  to  remove  any  and  all 
materials  from  bulletin  boards  at  any  time.

Chapter  8 

Finances  of  Student  Organizations 

Article  1  —  Finances  of  Student  Organizations 
ISot  Maintaining  Houses  nor  Operat- 
ing Under  Student-Faculty  Boards 

VIII.  Section  1  —  Purposes  for  Which  Money 
May  Be  Raised  —  No  student  organization  recognized 
by  the  University  is  j)ermitted  to  hold  any  entertain- 
ment with  a  view  to  raising  money  to  be  (Hvided  among 
members.  All  funds  received  from  entertainments 
given  by  such  an  organization  shall  be  turned  over  to 
the  Treasurer  of  the  organization  and  used  for  the 
benefit  of  the  organization  as  a  whole  and  for  the 
promotion  of  the  interests  for  which  it  was  established. 

VIII.  Section  2  —  Solicitation  of  Funds  —  No  stu- 
dent organization,  or  student  acting  in  the  name  of 
an  organization,  shall  solicit  or  receive  contributions 
from  persons  outside  of  the  organization's  own  mem- 
bership for  any  purpose,  unless  permission  to  do  so  has 
been  granted  previously  by  the  Committee  on  Student 
Affairs. 

Article  2  —  The  Student  Organizations  Fund 

(Adopted  by  Student  Organisations  Fund  Board  and 

approz'ed  by  the  Committee  on  Student  Affairs 

and  the  Student  Senate) 

A.    Purpose,  Scope,  and  Management 

VIII.  Section  3  —  Purpose  of  Student  Organiza- 
tions Fund  —  The  Student  Organizations  Fund  is 
operated  under  authority  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
without  liability  of  the  University,  for  the  purpose  of 
consolidating  and  coordinating  financial  accounts  of 
various  student  organizations,  securing  uniformity  in 
accounting  records,  maintaining  continuity  of  records 
of  student  business  officers  and  their  successors,  and 
aiding  undergraduate  organizations  in  keeping  their 
activities  on  a  sound  business  basis. 

VIII.  Section  4  —  Scope  —  All  student  organiza- 
tions, groups,  and  extracurricular  activity  enterprises, 
except  those  maintaining  houses,  and  the  Concert  and 
Entertainment  Board,  Theatre  Guild,  lllini  Publishing 
Company,  Athletic  Association,  and  the  lllini  Union, 
shall  transact  their  financial  affairs  through  the  Stu- 
dent Organizations  Fund. 

Services  of  the  Student  Organizations  Fund  are 
also  oiifered  to  all  other  student  organizations  and  ac- 
tivity enterprises,  except  groups  maintaining  houses. 
Organizations  and  activity  enterprises  utilizing  the 
service  agree  to  abide  by  the  regulations  governing  its 
operation. 


VI J  I.  Section  5  —  Control  The  fun<l  is  under 
the  joint  direction  of  (\)  representatives  of  student 
organizations  and  extracurricular  activity  enterprises 
transacting  business  through  the  Fund,  who  shall  exer- 
cise their  direction  by  means  of  annual  meetings  and 
thereafter  through  an  Executive  P)oard  of  four  stu- 
dent members  elected  at  the  annual  meetings;  (2)  the 
University  Comptroller,  who  shall  serve  as  treasurer 
of  the  Fund,  and  be  a  member  of  the  Executive  Board; 
and  (3)  the  Senate  Committee  on  Student  Affairs, 
whose  Secretary  shall  serve  as  secretary  of  the  Fund 
and  member  of  the  Executive  Board. 

B.  The  Executive  Board 

VIII.  Section  6 — Membership  and  Functions  — 
Officially  accredited  representatives  of  all  organiza- 
tions and  extracurricular  activity  enterprises  operating 
through  the  Student  Organizations  Fund  shall  meet 
annually  prior  to  November  P  at  the  call  of  the 
Comptroller,  who  shall  serve  as  chairman  of  this  an- 
nual meeting.  The  representatives  at  this  time  shall: 
(1)  Receive  reports  of  the  Executive  Board  and  of  the 
Treasurer;  (2)  Elect  four  of  their  number  to  the 
Executive  Board  for  the  ensuing  year;  (3)  Transact 
such  other  business  as  the  Executive  Board  or  any 
organization  through  its  accredited  representative  may 
bring  before  the  meeting. 

VIII.  Section  7  —  Quorum — A  quorum  at  the  an- 
nual meeting  shall  consist  of  accredited  representatives 
of  a  majority  of  those  organizations  whose  accounts 
have  balances  at  the  time  of  the  meeting. 

VIII.  Section  8  —  Election  —  Nominations  to  the 
Executive  Board  shall  be  made  from  the  floor.  Voting 
shall  be  by  secret  ballot.  Each  student  organization 
representative  shall  vote  for  four  Board  members.  The 
four  nominees  receiving  the  greatest  number  of  votes 
shall  be  declared  elected  to  the  Executive  Board.  The 
nominee  receiving  the  most  votes  shall  serve  as  chair- 
man of  the  Board. 

VIII.  Section  9  —  Meetings  —  The  Executive 
Board  shall  meet  during  the  year  at  the  call  of  its 
chairman  or  the  treasurer  of  the  Student  Organiza- 
tions Fund. 

VIII.  Section  10  —  Majority  —  A  three-fourths 
majority  is  necessary  to  carry  any  Executive  Board 
action. 

VIII.  Section  11  —  Functions  —  It  shall  be  the 
function  of  the  Executive  Board  to  (1)  safeguard  the

meetings;  (2)  to  approve  all  investments  of  funds  in 
excess  of  a  working  balance;  (3)  to  study  the  Fund's 
operation  and  make  any  recommendations  which  it 
may  deem  desirable  to  the  annual  meeting;  (4)  to 
select  depository  banks  for  the  deposit  of  Student  Or- 
ganizations Fund  monies  as  elsewhere  provided. 

\'  1 1 1.  Section  12  —  1  )epository  Designation  —  The 
Executive  Roard  shall  liave  the  power  to  select  de- 
pository banks  in  which  Student  Organizations  Fund 
monies  may  be  deposited  provided  that  every  such 
bank  shall  be  insured  by  the  Federal  Deposit  Insurance 
Corporation. 

VI II.  Section  13  —  Investment  of  Surplus  —  Upon 
approval  of  the  Executive  Board  the  Fund's  cash 
balance  over  and  above  a  working  balance  is  kept  in- 
vested in  marketable  securities,  the  income  of  which 
is  applied  toward  the  e.xpense  of  carrying  on  the 
service.  Permanent  surplus  funds  of  organizations  are 
separately  invested. 

C.   Requirements  of  Organizations 

X'lII.  Scciio)t  14  —  Change  of  Officers  —  All  elec- 
tions of  an  organization  must  be  reported  to  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Student  Organizations  Fund  by  the  old 
treasurer  of  an  organization  the  day  following  the 
election. 

\"III.  Section  15  —  Officers  Bonded  —  Chairmen 
of  student  enterprises  and  treasurers  or  finance  officers 
of  student  organizations  whose  annual  budgets  exceed 
$500.00  shall  be  covered  by  a  suitable  bond  covering 
faithful  performances  of  their  respective  duties. - 

XIII.  Section  16 — Uniform  Account  Records  — 
Treasurers  or  finance  officers  of  permanent  student 
organizations  shall  maintain,  in  addition  to  their  other 
necessary  accounts,  uniform  records  of  accounts  pay- 
able and  receivable  upon  forms  provided  by  the  Senate 
Committee  on  Student  Affairs.  Within  ten  days  fol- 
lowing his  election,  a  student  organization  treasurer 
and  his  predecessor  in  office  shall  arrange  a  conference 
with  the  Secretary  of  the  Student  Organizations  Fund 
for  the  purpose  of  transferring  records,  inspecting  re- 
ports, and  preparing  budgets.  All  organization  records 
shall  be  subject  to  audit  at  the  call  of  the  Committee 
on  Student  Affairs. 

VIII.  Section  17 — Budget  Recjuired  —  Every  or- 
ganization whose  past  or  prospective  financial  under- 
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^  For  chairmen  of  General  Dance  Functions,  tlie  bond  shall 
be  higher.    (See  Chapter  VI,  Section  21.) 


takings  aggregate  two  hundred  dollars  ($200.00)  or 
more  per  year  must  submit  to  the  Committee  on  Stu- 
dent Affairs  for  approval  an  itemized  estimate  of  its 
income  and  its  proposed  expenditures  within  the  first 
month  of  the  school  year  in  the  case  of  continuing 
organizations,  and  before  any  steps  have  been  taken  in 
connection  with  the  project  of  enterprise  in  other 
cases. 

VIII.  Section  18  —  Accounting  for  Funds  — 
Treasurers  of  organizations  operating  through  the  Stu- 
dent Organizations  Fund  must  deposit  all  money  re- 
ceived with  the  University  Business  Office  and  must 
pay  all  expenses  by  voucher.  The  Business  Office  will 
issue  deposit  slips  showing  the  source  of  money  de- 
posited for  entry  in  organization  records. 

VIII.  Section  19  —  Receipt  Books  —  All  treasurers 
are  recfuired  to  make  receipts  in  duplicate  for  all  fees, 
dues,  assessments,  etc.,  which  they  collect  or  receive. 
Standard  forms  of  receipt  books  are  supplied  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Student  Organizations  Fund  at  no 
charge.  All  receipt  books  must  be  submitted  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Student  Organizations  Fund  with 
voucher  books  at  the  time  new  officers  are  elected  or 
Ijy  May  20  of  the  current  year. 

VIII.  Section  20 — Disburseinents  —  Organization 
treasurers  and  function  chairmen  shall  be  provided 
with  blank  voucher  books  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Student  Affairs  or  his  representative,  which 
they  may  use  to  order  payment  of  properly  approved 
bills  against  the  organization.  These  vouchers  should 
be  filled  out  and  presented,  with  an  accompanying  in- 
voice wherever  possible,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Student  Affairs.  He  shall  check  the  expend- 
iture against  the  organization's  budget,  give  the 
voucher  a  number,  prepare  a  check,  and  send  it  to  the 
Business  Office  for  posting,  signature,  and  delivery. 
Student  organization  treasurers  shall  be  held  re- 
sponsible for  all  blank  vouchers  issued  to  them  and 
shall  return  all  unused  blanks. 

VIII.  Section  21 — Voucher  Books  —  All  voucher 
books  must  be  submitted  for  audit  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  Student  Organizations  Fund  or  his  representative 
at  the  time  new  officers  are  elected  or  by  May  20  of  the 
current  year.  Any  other  records  of  an  organization 
may  be  left  with  the  voucher  book  for  safekeeping 
during  vacation  periods. 

VIII.  Section  22  —  Petty  Cash  —  During  each  year 
organization  treasurers  may  draw  vouchers  upon 
availabe  funds  of  their  respective  organizations  for 
not  more  than  five  per  cent  of  the  organization's  annual 


income  for  the  purpose  of  settinj^  up  a  petty  cash  fund 
for  minor  expenses.  This  fund  may  be  administered 
by  the  organization  treasurer,  but  must  be  accounted 
for  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Student  Organizations 
Fund. 

VIII.  Section  23  —  Purchase  Contracts  —  All  con- 
tracts for  services  or  material  involving  $50.00  or 
more,  except  with  the  University,  shall  be  executed 
in  writing  and,  where  possible  awarded  on  the  basis 
of  competitive  bids.  Copies  of  all  such  contracts  shall 
be  submitted  to  the  Committee  on  Student  Affairs  be- 
fore payment  is  made.  The  Committee  on  Student  Af- 
fairs may  withhold  approval  of  purchases  made  by 
student  organizations  or  enterprises  and  payment  for 
same  if  it  appears  that  the  provisions  of  this  paragraph 
have  not  been  complied  with. 

VIII.  Section  24  —  Profit  and  Loss  Statements  — 
All  student  organizations  treasurers  must  complete  a 
profit  and  loss  statement  for  their  respective  organiza- 


tions for  each  period  ending  January  31  and  May  20 
or  such  dates  as  may  be  arranged  with  the  Secretary 
(jf  the  .Student  Organizations  Fund  for  his  representa- 
tive). This  statement  must  be  submitted  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Fund,  along  with  a  list  of  accounts, 
receivable  and  i)ayable. 

VIII.  Section  25 — Business  Office  Statements  — 
The  University  liusiness  Office  shall  keep  a  ledger  ac- 
count for  each  organization  or  function.  Monthly  state- 
ments shall  be  rendered  treasurers  and  activities 
advisers.  An  annual  statement  of  all  accounts,  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  July  31,  shall  be  printed  for 
distribution. 

VIII.  Section  26  —  Charge  —  A  charge  of  one  per- 
cent of  the  organization's  annual  income  is  made  to 
cover  partially  the  cost  of  supplies,  clerical  work  in 
the  Business  Office  and  in  the  Office  of  the  Dean  of 
Men,  and  printing  of  the  annual  report. 
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Chapter  9 

Motor  Vehicle  Regulations 

Article  1  —  General  Requirements 

IX.  Section  1  —  I'ermit  l-J^equired  —  No  under- 
graduate student,  while  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  University  of  IlHnois,  shall  have  in  his  possession 
or  operate  a  motor  vehicle  either  personally  or  through 
an  employee  or  servant  without  first  obtaining  a  Motor 
Vehicle  Permit  from  the  Committee  on  Student 
Afifairs. 

IX.  Section  2  —  Undergraduate  Defined  —  For  the 
purposes  of  these  regulations,  an  undergraduate  stu- 
dent is  one  who  has  not  received,  or  qualified  for,  a 
degree  from  the  University  of  Illinois  or  from  another 
college  or  university  of  approved  standing  and  who  is 
enrolled  in  a  college,  school,  or  department  in  the 
Champaign-Urbana  division  of  the  University. 

IX.  Section  3  —  Motor  Vehicle  Defined  —  When- 
ever the  term  "Motor  Vehicle"  is  used  in  this  chapter, 
it  shall  be  construed  to  include  automobiles,  locomo- 
biles, motor  bicycles,  tracto"rs,  and  traction  engines 
used  for  transporting  persons  or  property,  but  shall  ex- 
clude vehicles  propelled  by  muscular  power  only. 

IX.  Section  4 — Motor  Bike  and  Motor  Scooter 
Defined  —  For  the  purpose  of  these  regulations,  the 
terms  "Motor  Scooter"  and  "Motor  Bike"  shall  be 
construed  to  include  any  two  or  three-wheel  self- 
powered  vehicle  capable  of  developing  10  h.p.  or  less. 
Such  vehicles  shall  not  be  used  for  transporting  more 
than  two  persons.  Any  such  vehicle  capable  of  de- 
veloping more  than  10  h.p.  shall  be  subject  to  the  same 
regulations  as  an  automobile. 

IX.  Section  5  —  Local  and  Non-Resident  Students 
—  A  local-resident  undergraduate  student  is  one  who, 
while  attending  the  University,  resides  with  his  par- 
ents or  guardian  either  within  or  without  the  city 
limits  of  Champaign-Urbana.  For  the  purposes  of  this 
rule,  all  other  undergraduate  students  are  non-resi- 
dent. 

IX.  Section  6  —  Types  of  Permits  —  Permits  is- 
sued by  the  Committee  on  Student  Afifairs  shall  be  of 
seven  types:  (1)  Annual;  (2)  Special-Term;  (3)  Em- 
ployee; (4)  Special-Temporary;  (5)  Storage; 
(6)    Passenger;   (7)    Motor  Bike  and  Motor' Scooter. 

IX.  Section  7  —  Insurance  and  Motor  Vehicle 
Data  —  Any  person  making  application  for  a  Motor 
Vehicle  Permit  other  than  an  I'lmployee,  Storage,  or 
Passenger   Permit,   shall  be  required  to  file  with  the 


Cfjmmittee  (jii  .Student  Affairs  an  affidavit  showing 
the  motor  vehicle  is  covered  by  public  liability  and 
proj)erty  damage  insurance  in  at  least  the  amounts  set 
forth  by  the  Motor  Vehicle  Laws  of  the  State  of 
Illinois. 

Any  person  making  application  for  a  Motor  Vehicle 
Permit  shall  furnish  such  motor  vehicle  data  as  re- 
quired by  the  Committee  on  Student  Afifairs. 

Article  2  —  Annual  Permit 

IX.  Section  8  —  Method  of  .Securing  —  Upon  the 
payment  of  a  fee  of  50  cents,  an  Annual  Permit  will 
be  issued  to:  (a)  any  local  resident  undergraduate 
student  who  files  with  the  Committee  on  Student  Af- 
fairs a  request  from  his  parent  or  guardian  for  such 
permit;  (b)  any  undergraduate  student  who  is  mar- 
ried and  lives  with  spouse,  whether  in  Champaign- 
Urbana  or  elsewhere;  (c)  any  undergraduate  student 
who  is  at  least  21  years  of  age  and  is  not  on  probation; 
(d)  any  undergraduate  student  who  requires  a  motor 
vehicle  by  reason  of  distance  of  living  quarters  from 
the  University  and  who  files  a  request  from  his  parent 
or  guardian  for  such  a  permit. 

Article  3  —  Special-Term  Permit 

IX.  Section  9  —  Method  of  Securing  —  Upon  the 
payment  of  a  fee  of  50  cents,  a  Special-Term  Permit 
will  be  issued  to  any  undergraduate  student  who  re- 
quires the  use  of  a  motor  vehicle  by  reason  of: 

(a)  Physical  infirmity, 

(b)  employment  necessary  to  earning  a  living, 

(c)  other  facts  showing  reasonable  necessity  (not 
excluding  necessity  arising  from  participation  in  extra- 
curricular activities). 

If  an  applicant  is  under  21  years  of  age,  a  request 
from  his  parent  or  guardian  must  be  filed  with  the 
Committee  on  Student  Affairs  to  secure  such  permit. 
In  the  case  of  physical  infirmity,  a  statement  from  a 
recognized  practicing  physician  and/or  the  University 
of  Illinois  Health  Service  showing  the  need  for  such 
permit  shall  be  required. 

Article  4  —  Employee  Permit 

IX.  Section  10  —  Method  of  Securing  —  An  Em- 
ployee Permit  will  be  issued  without  fee  to  any  under-, 
graduate  student  upon  his  filing  with  the  Committee 
on  Student  Affairs  an  application  showing  that  he 
is  employed  to  drive  an  employer's  motor  vehicle  in 
connection  with  the  latter's  business  or  convenience, 
and  a  statement  from  the  employer  (on  a  form  similar 


to  that  signed  by  a  parent  or  guardian)  requesling  such 
permit. 

Article  5  —  Special-T emporary  Permit 

IX.  Section  11  —  Method  of  Securing  —  A  Special- 
Temporary  Permit  will  be  issued  without  fee  to  any 
undergraduate  student  upon  his  filing  with  the  Com- 
mittee on  Student  Affairs  an  application  showing  a 
reasonable  necessity  therefor.  If  an  applicant  is  under 
21  years  of  age,  a  request  from  parent  or  guardian 
that  the  permit  be  granted  must  accompany  the  appli- 
cation. 

Article  6  —  Motor  Bike  and  Motor  Scooter 
Permits 

IX.  Section  12 — Method  of  Securing  —  Upon  the 
filing  of  an  application  and  the  payment  of  a  fee  of 
50  cents,  a  Motor  Bike  or  Motor  Scooter  Permit  will 
be  issued  to  any  undergraduate  student  over  21  years 
of  age,  or  to  any  undergraduate  student  under  21 
years  of  age  provided  he  files  with  the  Committee  on 
Student  Affairs  a  statement  showing  a  reasonable 
necessity  therefor  and  a  request  from  parent  or  guard- 
ian that  the  permit  be  granted. 

Article  7  —  Storage  Perm.it 

IX.  Section  13  —  Method  of  Securing  and  Its 
Limitations  —  Upon  the  proper  application,  a  Storage 
Permit  will  be  issued  without  fee  to  any  undergraduate 
student  who  can  show  a  reasonable  necessity  for  keep- 
ing the  motor  vehicle  in  storage  in  Champaign-Urbana. 
Applicant  shall  inform  the  Committee  on  Student  Af- 
fairs of  the  place  of  storage.  Such  a  permit  authorizes 
storage  in  Champaign-Urbana  but  permits  no  use  of 
the  motor  vehicle  whatsoever. 

Article  8  —  Passenger  Permit 

IX.  Section  14  —  When  Required  —  A  Passenger 
Permit  is  required  of  any  undergraduate  unmarried 
female  student,  or  any  undergraduate  unmarried  male 
student  who  is  under  21  years  of  age;  while  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  University  of  Illinois,  to  ride  in  a 
motor  vehicle  beyond  the  municipal  limits  of  Cham- 
paign-Urbana and  the  local  golf  courses. 

IX.  Section  15  —  Method  of  Securing  —  A  Pas- 
senger Permit,  when  required,  will  be  issued  without 
fee  upon  the  filing  of  an  application  with  the  Com- 
mittee on  Student  Affairs  and  a  statement  of  the 
applicant's  parent  or  guardian  authorizing  such  per- 
mit. Parental  statement  may  consist  of  a  blanket 
authorization  covering  all  requests  for  a  semester  or 
academic  year,  or  may  be  for  one  occasion  only. 


Article  9  —  Limits  of  Permits 

IX.  Section  16  —  Limits  Defined: 

1.  An  Annual  Permit  grants  to  the  student  the 
privilege  of  driving  the  motor  vehicle  described  in  the 
application,  within  or  without  the  city  limits  of  Cham- 
paign-Urbana at  any  time. 

2.  A  Special-Term  Permit  grants  the  privilege  of 
using  the  motor  vehicle  described  in  the  application 
only  for  the  purposes  authorized,  at  the  times  and 
places  specified  in  the  permit. 

3.  An  Employee  Permit  grants  the  privilege  of 
driving  an  employee's  motor  vehicle  only  for  the  busi- 
ness and  convenience  of  his  employer  and  for  no  other 
purpose. 

4.  A  Special-Temporary  Permit  grants  the  privilege 
of  using  the  vehicle  described  in  the  application  only 
for  the  occasion  and  use  specified  in  the  permit. 

5.  A  Motor  Bike  or  Motor  Scooter  Permit  grants 
the  privilege  of  using  the  vehicle  described  in  the  ap- 
plication only  for  the  purpose  specified  in  the  permit. 
The  holder  of  such  permit  is  required  to  obey  all 
State  and  Municipal  traffic  laws.  Motor  Bikes  and 
Motor  Scooters  shall  not  be  ridden  on  bicycle  walks 
but  may  be  parked  in  bicycle  parking  areas. 

Article  10  —  Identification 

IX.  Section  17  —  Identification  cards  issued  with 
these  permits  must  be  carried  on  the  student's  person 
and  authorized  identifying  decals  or  tags  must  be 
properly  displayed  on  the  motor  vehicle. 

Article  11  — Parental  Authorization 

IX.  Section  18 — Method  of  Securing: 

(a)  Form.  Parental  authorization  required  by  the 
above  rules  shall  be  given  on  a  form  issued  by  the 
Committee  on  Student  Affairs. 

(b)  A  letter  from  a  parent  or  guardian  authorizing 
the  use  of  a  motor  vehicle,  will  be  accepted  as  satis- 
factory in  the  case  of  a  S pedal-Temporary  Permit. 

Article  12  —  Public  Use  of  Motor  Vehicles 

IX.  Section  19  —  Insurance  Endorsement^ — Any 
undergraduate  student  who  transports  either  local- 
resident  or  non-resident  students  for  hire  or  on  an 
expense-sharing  agreement  shall  procure  a  proper  en- 
dorsement on  his  insurance  policy  protecting  his  pas- 
sengers. 

Article  13  —  Parking  Restrictions 

IX.  Section  20  —  Parking  Restrictions  Defined  — 
No  student  shall  park  or  leave  a  motor  vehicle  on: 


(a)  Any  University  Parking  Lot  or  Drive  when 
such  Lot  or  Drive  is  properly  restricted  aJ,^■linst  student 
parking. 

(b)Any  city  street  designated  by  the  Committee  on 
Student  Affairs  as  restricted  against  student  parking. 

The  restrictions  of  i)aragraph  "b",  this  section,  shall 
not  apply  to  parking  areas  controlled  by  parking 
meters  or  to  permit  holders  residing  on  such  restricted 
street.  A  list  of  streets  so  restricted  shall  he  furnished 
each  student  permit  holder. 

The  restrictions  in  Article  13  apply  only  between 
the  hours  of  7:00  a.m.  and  5.00  p.m.,  Monday  through 
Friday,  and  7:00  a.m.  and  12  noon  on  Saturday.  None 
of  the  restrictions  in  this  section  apply  during  official 
University  holidays  and  vacations,  unless  the  lots  and 
areas  are  specifically  posted  to  that  effect. 

Article  14  —  Violations  and  Penalties^ 

IX.  Section  21  —  Violations  and  Penalties  for  Non- 
Compliance. 


'  The  University  Senate  Committee  on  Student  Discipline 
on  May  31,  1949,  amended  Rule  27,  Administration  of  Disci- 
pline (Regulations  Applying  to  Undergraduate  Students)  by 
adding  the  specific  words  "including  the  assessment  of  mone- 
tary penalties"  to  the  general  authority  for  action  in  disci- 
plinary cases,  and  authorized  the  following  statement  of 
policy : 

1.  The  application  of  the  monetary  penalty  may  be  made 
in  cases  of  violations  of  University  Regulations  relative  to 
the  operation  of  motor  vehicles  and  bicycles,  and  prohibitions 
in  regard  to  smoking  in  University  buildings. 

2.  Any  undergraduate  student  charged  with  such  violations 
shall  have  the  privilege  of: 

a.  Waiving  a  preliminary  hearing,  in  case  the  cita- 
tion was  for  a  violation  of  Bicycle  or  Smoking  Regula- 
tions, and  paying  the  established  cash  penalty  at  the 
Bursar's  Office. 

b.  Paying  the  scheduled  cash  penalties  as  established 
by  Motor  Vehicle  Regulations  as  so  determined  by  the 
University  Security  Officer  following  a  preliminary 
hearing. 

c.  Appearing  for  a  hearing  before  the  Sub-Committee 
on  Student  Discipline,  if  that  is  his  preference.  Upon 
request  by  the  student,  such  a  hearing  shall  be  arranged 
by  the  Security  Officer  after  the  preliminary  interview 
of  the  student.  All  the  facts  shall  be  presented  to  the 
Committee  by  the  Security  Officer  if  the  preliminary 
interview  discloses  that  there  is  a  cause  for  action. 

3.  Payment  of  the  scheduled  monetary  penalty  shall  be 
acceptable  in  lieu  of  an  appearance  before  the  Sub-Committee 
on  Student  Discipline  except  where  there  is  also  evidence  of: 

a.  A  concurrent  violation  of  other  University  regu- 
lations not  included  in  the  cash  penalty  system  or, 

b.  Flagrant  misconduct  in  connection  with  the  regu- 
lations mentioned  above.  In  such  cases,  the  student  may 
be  denied  the  privilege  of  monetary  settlement  and 
required  to  appear  before  the  Sub-Committee  on  Stu- 
dent Discipline  for  hearing  and  action  on  the  case. 

4.  In  all  cases  involving  violations  of  the  above  regula- 
tions, the  student  shall  be  subject  to  University  discipline 
and  a  cash  penalty  may  be  assessed  against  him  according  to 
the  Schedule  of  Penalties  as  established. 


A.  Violations  of  any  part  of  the  Motor  Vehicle 
Code  contained  in  the  Code  on  .Student  Affairs  con- 
stitute offenses  under  the  following  categories: 

1.  Operation  of  a  motor  vehicle  without  a  Univer- 
sity Motor  Vehicle  Permit. 

2.  Violation  of  any  of  the  terms  of  an  authorized 
University  Motor  Vehicle  Permit. 

3.  Violations  of  parking  restrictions  contained  in  or 
authorized  by  Chapter  IX,  Code  on  Student  Affairs. 

4.  If  the  motor  vehicle  is  not  maintained  in  good 
mechanical  condition  and  is  not  equipped  with  the 
usual  and  reasonable  up-to-date  safety  devices. 

5.  If  the  motor  vehicle  is  not  used  in  conformity 
with  applicable  .State  and  Municipal  laws  and  ordi- 
nances, and  with  due  care  and  regard  for  public  safety. 

6.  If  a  student  authorizes  another  person  to  drive  a 
motor  vehicle  owned  or  controlled  by  the  student 
under  such  circumstances  as  to  constitute,  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Disciplinary  Committee,  an  evasion  of  the 
spirit  of  the  motor  vehicle  regulations. 

B.  Penalties. 

1.  First  violation:  Security  ofificer  shall  screen  first 
violation  cases  with  authority  to: 

a.  Warn  the  student  against  further  violation  and 
impose  no  cash  penalty. 

b.  Cite  for  the  payment  of  a  $5.00  penalty  and  ofifi- 
cially  reprimand  in  the  name  of  the  Sub-Committee  on 
Discipline. 

c.  Suspend  or  revoke  any  existing  University  Motor 
Vehicle  Permit  held  by  the  violator. 

2.  Second  violation:  Security  officer  shall  screen 
second  violation  cases,  and  must: 

a.  Cite  for  the  payment  of  a  $15.00  penalty,  and 
may  also 

b.  (acting  for  the  Sub-Committee  on  Discipline) 
place  the  student  on  probation  and/or  revoke  any 
existing  Lhiiversity  Motor  Vehicle  Permit. 

3.  Third  violation:  Citation  to  the  Sub-Committee 
on  Student  Discipline  with  the  possible  penalty  of 
dismissal  from  the  University. 

5.  In  case  a  student  wishes  to  contest  the  charge  against 
him,  or  objects  to  the  cash  penalty,  he  shall  upon  request,  be 
entitled  to  a  preliminary  examination  by  the  Security  Officer. 
In  this  examination,  the  Security  Officer  shall  determine 
whether  an  offense  meriting  discipline  has  been  committed 
by  the  student  so  charged.  If  the  evidence  indicates  that  the 
offense  has  been  committed  by  the  student  and  is  one  merit- 
ing discipline,  he  shall  refer  the  case  to  the  Sub-Committee  on 
-Student  Discipline  which  may  assess  the  monetary  penalty  or 
take  such  other  action  as  it  sees  fit,  or  both.  If  the  evidence 
indicates  that  the  student  has  not  committed  the  offense,  or 
that  the  offense  does  not  warrant  discipline,  the  Security 
Officer  shall  dismiss  the  charges. 
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4.  Flagrant  or  Aggravated  Violations:  In  flagrant 
or  aggravated  cases  of  violations  of  the  Motor  Vehicle 
Regulations,  the  Security  Ofificer  may,  at  the  time  of 
a  first  or  second  violation,  cite  a  student  directly  to  the 
Sub-Committee  on  Discipline  for  action. 

These  enumerated  grounds  for  revocation,  or  for 
other  disciplinary  action,  will  not  be  regarded  as  ex- 
clusive. The  University  reserves  the  right  to  revoke 
anv  permit  for  conduct  prejudicial  to  the  University, 
to  discipline  any  student  for  participation  in  or  con- 
nivance in  any  form  of  violation  of  the  letter  or  spirit 
of  these  regulations,  and  to  take  such  disciplinary 
action  in  all  cases  as  the  circumstances  justly  warrant. 

Article  15  —  University  Group  Trips 

(Administrative  Order  of  the  President) 
IX.  Section  22 — University  Approval  Required  — 
No  motor  vehicle  should  be  used  for  the  transportation 
of  students  in  connection  with  any  field  trip  or  other 
travel  required  by  the  University  on  account  of  any 
course  in  which  a  student  is  registered,  for  which 
transportation  the  student  pays  any  consideration 
either  in  the  form  of  a  fixed  charge  or  in  the  form 
of  reimbursement  for  expense  incurred,  unless  the 
use  of  that  motor  vehicle  for  that  purpose  has  been 
previously  approved  by  the  University  as  herein  pro- 
vided. 

IX.  Section  23  —  Privately  Owned  Vehicles  Insur- 
ance Requirement  —  Every  privately  owned  motor 
vehicle  used  for  such  purpose  must  be  covered  by 
adequate  insurance  against  public  liability  and  damage 
to  property  of  others.  Every  proposal  for  the  use  of  a 
privately  owned  motor  vehicle  for  such  purposes  is  to 
be  accompanied  by  a  statement  of  the  insurance  car- 
ried on  that  motor  vehicle  by  the  owner,  stating  the 
name  of  the  company,  the  amounts  and  kinds  of  insur- 
ance, and  the  date  of  expiration  of  the  policy.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  usual  public  liability  and  property  damage 
insurance  policy  carried  by  the  owner,  additional  in- 
surance is  to  be  provided  to  protect  the  driver  of  the 
motor  vehicle  in  case  of  injury  to  persons  being 
transported  therein.  This  is  done  by  a  "school  bus" 
endorsement  on  the  owner's  insurance  policy.  The 
expense  of  this  additional  insurance  is  to  be  borne  by 
the  department  concerned,  and  it  is  only  necessary  to 
carry  this  insurance  for  the  period  for  which  the 
motor  vehicle  is  used. 


Attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  the  standard 
automobile  policy  provides  that  the  coverage  becomes 
invalid  if  the  automobile  is  used  for  carrying  pas- 
sengers for  a  consideration. 

IX.  Section  24  —  Insurance  on  University  Motor 
Vehicles  —  No  University  motor  vehicle  shall  be  used 
for  the  transportation  of  students  as  herein  described 
unless  that  use  has  been  previously  approved.  Suitable 
insurance  covering  that  use  must  be  provided  on  every 
motor  vehicle  used  for  that  purpose.  The  expense  of 
this  insurance  is  to  be  borne  by  the  department  con- 
cerned for  the  period  in  which  any  motor  vehicle  is 
used  by  it  for  that  purpose.  It  is  provided  by  means 
of  the  "school  bus"  endorsement  on  the  regular  insur- 
ance policy  carried  by  the  University  on  each  motor 
vehicle  so  used. 

IX.  Section  25  —  Accident  Insurance  —  Every  stu- 
dent who  is  provided  transportation  either  in  a  Uni- 
versity motor  vehicle  or  a  privately  owned  motor 
vehicle  other  than  one  belonging  to  a  common  carrier, 
should  secure  an  accident  policy  for  the  period  covered 
by  the  trip  if  he  does  not  already  carry  accident  insur- 
ance. The  cost  of  this  policy  will  be  25^  per  person 
per  day.  Those  policies  may  be  purchased  at  the  Uni- 
versity Business  Office,  and  either  it  or  evidence  of 
other  insurance  carried  must  be  exhibited  to  the  in- 
structor concerned,  by  each  student  before  he  is  ac- 
cepted for  transportation. 

IX.  Section  26  —  Approval  by  College  Dean  — 
Before  any  field  trip  or  other  travel  is  undertaken  in 
which  any  student  or  group  of  students  is  required  to 
participate,  the  plan  for  the  trip  is  to  be  approved  by 
the  dean  of  the  college  or  director  of  the  school  con- 
cerned and  filed  with  the  Comptroller  and/or  the  Dean 
of  .Students.  The  report  is  to  include  a  statement  of 
the  purpose  of  the  trip,  the  course  to  which  it  is  re- 
lated, the  date,  the  destination,  and  description  of  the 
mode  of  travel.  If  a  University  motor  vehicle  is  to  be 
used,  the  motor  vehicle  is  to  be  specified.  If  a  pri- 
vately owned  motor  vehicle  belonging  to  other  than  a 
common  carrier  is  to  be  used,  information  concerning 
the  insurance  on  that  motor  vehicle  is  to  be  submitted 
together  with  a  requisition  for  any  additional  insur- 
ance that  may  be  required  under  these  rules,  unless 
such  a  report  has  previously  been  submitted  and  pro- 
visions for  the  necessary  insurance  are  still  in  force.

Chapter  10 

Housing  Regulations  for  Undergraduates 

Article  1  —  General 

X.  Section  1 — Types  of  F^ousing  —  Non-residenl 
undergraduate  students  must  reside  in  University  ap- 
proved units,  such  as  residence  halls,  cooperative 
houses,  fraternity  houses,  sorority  houses,  or  privately 
operated  University  Approved  homes,  unless  they 
have  permission  from  the  University  Housing  Divi- 
sion to  reside  elsewhere.' 

X.  Section  2  —  Supervision  and  Chaperonage  — 
Non-resident  unmarried  undergraduate  students  may 
not  occupy  living  quarters  in  which  there  does  not 
reside  some  mature  person  in  general  charge  approved 
by  the  University. 

House  directors  in  sororities  and  organized  houses 
for  women  must  be  approved  by  the  Dean  of  Women; 
house  directors  in  fraternities  and  organized  houses 
for  men  must  be  approved  by  the  Dean  of  Men. 

X.  Section  3  —  House  Director's  Responsibility  — 
An  approved  undergraduate  student  home  shall  be  in 
charge  of  a  responsible  person  to  be  known  as  the 
house  director  who  must  be  approved  by  the  Dean  of 
Men  or  the  Dean  of  Women  and  by  the  Director  of 
Housing.  House  directors  of  University  approved 
student  homes  shall  maintain  standards  prescribed  for 
their  houses  by  the  University.  (These  standards  are 
prescribed  in  Housing  Regulations.) 

X.  Section  4  —  Room  Rental  Agreements  —  Room 
rental  agreement  forms  shall  be  provided  by  the  Hous- 
ing Division  for  use  in  approved  student  homes  only, 
and  they  will  be  enforced  under  conditions  prescribed 
by  the  Housing  Division.  (For  full  explanation  refer 
to  Housing  Regulations.) 

X.  Section  5  —  Guests 

a.  Overnight  Guests  —  The  student  tenant  shall  not 
lodge  a  guest  or  guests  in  his/her  room  at  any  time 
without  the  knowledge  and  consent  of  the  house 
director. 

b.  Guests  in  Men's  Houses  —  With  the  exception 
of  parents  of  house  residents  and  guests  accompanying 
these  parents,  men  students  may  not  have  women 
guests  in  their  student   residences   without  approved

chajjcronage.  Married  faculty  coujjles,  sorority  house 
directors,  fraternity  hou.se  directors,  and  ofificially  ap- 
proved women's  house  directors  shall  be  considered 
as  approved  chaperones.  Guests  may  be  entertained 
only  at  hours  specified  in  Chapter  X,  .Section  26. 

X.  Section  6  —  (Juiet  Hours  —  Quiet  Hours  Sun- 
day, Monday,  Tuesday,  Wednesday,  and  Thursday 
shall  be  observed  from  8:00  a.m.  until  12:00  noon, 
from  1.00  p.m.  until  4:00  p.m.,  and  from  7:30  until 
10:00  p.m.  In  addition,  conditions  throughout  the 
house  after  11:00  p.m.  must  be  such  that  those  wish- 
ing to  do  so  may  study  or  sleep.  During  quiet  hours 
there  shall  be  no  loud  talking,  no  unreasonable  use  of 
radios,  or  other  excessive  noises  which  might  disturb 
sleep  or  study  of  other  students  or  members  of  the 
resident  family.  Quiet  hours  .shall  akso  be  observed 
by  members  and  guests  of  the  resident  family. 

X.  Section  7  —  Liquor  and  Gambling  Forbidden  — 
Intoxicating  liquor  in  any  form  and  gambling  shall  not 
be  permitted  in  or  about  university  property  or  stu- 
dent residences  at  any  time. 

X.  Section  8  —  Protection  From  Theft  —  The 
measures  to  be  taken  to  protect  students'  property 
from  loss  or  damage  thereto  from  any  cause  shall  be 
a  matter  of  agreement  between  each  student  and  the 
house  director. 

X.  Section  9  —  Fire  Protection  —  Every  student 
residence  shall  have  regular  organized  fire  drills  and 
emergency  evacuation  procedures.  Protective  measures 
shall  be  a  inatter  of  agreement  between  the  resident 
students  and  the  house  director. 

X.  Section  10  —  Damage  Claims — Student  tenants 
shall  be  held  liable  for  damage  to  their  rooms  or  room 
furnishings  other  than  that  due  to  ordinary  wear.  In 
adjusting  such  damage,  the  student  may  exercise  a 
choice  of: 

a.  Assuming  responsibility  for  satisfactory  repair 
of  the  damaged  article. 

b.  Replacing  the  damaged  or  destroyed  article  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  house  director. 

In  cases  of  excessive  damage  or  differences  of 
opinion  regarding  settlement  of  damage  claims,  it  is 
recommended  that  the  problem  be  referred  to  the 
Housing  Division  for  arbitration.  If  two  or  more 
students  occupy  a  room  in  which  damage  has  been 
done,  each  individual  shall  be  liable  for  a  proportion- 
ate amount  of  the  damage  unless  the  responsibility  is 
voluntarily  assumed  by  one  or  more  of  the  occupants. 


Article  2  —  Regulations  Governing 
Undergraduate  Women 

X.  Sectio)!  11  —  Period  of  Enforcement  —  The  reg- 
ulations shall  be  in  effect  upon  the  arrival  of  students 
in  September  for  the  Winter  Session,  in  June  for  the 
Summer  Session,  and  during  all  vacations.  Guests  are 
also  required  to  abide  by  the  following  rules  at  all 
times. 

X.  Section  12  —  Undergraduate  and  Graduate 
Rooms  —  Undergraduates  may  live  only  in  approved 
houses  except  by  special  permission  by  the  Dean  of 
Women  and  the  Housing  Division.  Undergraduates 
and  graduates  may  not  live  in  the  same  houses  except 
by  special  permission.  Non-student  roomers  may  not 
reside  in  uiidergraduate  houses. 

X.  Section  13  —  Permission  to  Move  —  An  under- 
graduate must  secure  permission  from  the  Dean  of 
Women  and  the  Housing  Division  before  moving  from 
her  present  address  within  the  semester. 

X.  Section  14  —  Quiet  Hours  —  ( For  Regulations 
Governing  Undergraduate  Women  on  Quiet  Hours, 
see  Section  6  above.) 

X.  Section  15  —  Closing  Hours  and  Late  Permis- 
sions —  The  regular  closing  hour  for  Sunday,  Mon- 
day, Tuesday,  Wednesday,  and  Thursday  shall  be 
10:30  p.m.;  for  Friday  and  Saturday,  it  shall  be 
1:00  a.m.  Exceptions  are  listed  below: 

a.  Periods  preceding  Registration  11:00  p.m. 

b.  Monday  night  of  Registration  1:00  a.m.  Tues- 
day night  of  Registration  10:30  p.m. 

c.  Nights  preceding  half  or  full  holidays  1:00  a.m. 

d.  All  vacations  including  last  night  11:00  p.m. 
(including  Sunday  11:00  p.m.) 

e.  Examination  periods,  Sunday  through  Thurs- 
day, 11:00  p.m. 

f .  Commencement  Week,  11:00  p.m. 

g.  If  any  of  the  major  dances  (Senior  Ball,  Junior 
Prom,  Military  Ball)  falls  on  Friday  night  the  closing 
hour  shall  be  at  2:00  a.m. 

h.  Housing  groups  may  secure  special  later  per- 
mission from  the  Office  of  the  Dean  of  Women  for 
caroling  at  the  Christmas  season. 

No  later  hours  than  the  regular  closing  hours  shall 
be  kept  by  any  undergraduate  woman,  nor  may 
women  leave  the  house  before  6:00  a.m.  except  by 
special  permission  from  the  house  director.  The  house 
director  may  grant  permission  for  a  student  to  keep 
late  hours  only  upon  unusual  and  infrequent  occasions. 

X.  Section  16  —  House  Locked  at  Closing  Hour  — 


The  house  shall  be  locked  at  the  closing  hour,  and 
unlocked  only  by  house  director.  Key  privilege  is  not 
to  be  given. 

X.  Section  17  —  Summer  Closing  Hours  —  The 
regular  closing  hour  for  houses  during  the  Summer 
Session  on  Sundays,  Mondays,  Tuesdays,  Wednes- 
days, and  Thursdays,  is  11:00  p.m.  On  Fridays,  Sat- 
urdays, and  July  3rd  (except  when  it  falls  on  Sunday) 
the  closing  hour  is  1:00  a.m. 

X.  Section  18  —  Receiving  Callers  —  University 
women  should  not  receive  men  callers  in  their  houses 
before  4:00  p.m.  during  the  school  term  except  on 
Saturday  and  Sunday  when  they  may  not  receive 
callers  before  noon.  Men  callers  shall  always  leave 
women's  undergraduate  houses  at  the  closing  hour. 

X.  Section  19  —  Out  of  Town  Permission  —  An 
undergraduate  woman  planning  to  leave  town  on  an 
extended  day-time  trip  or  overnight,  other  than  to  go 
home,  must  tile  with  her  house  director  a  letter  of 
permission  from  her  parents  or  guardian.  In  addition 
she  must  at  all  times  secure  approval  of  her  plans 
from  the  house  director  and  leave  with  her  informa- 
tion giving  time  of  departure,  method  of  travel,  her 
visiting  address,  hour  of  return  and  with  whom  she  is 
going.  Women  are  not  expected  to  arrive  or  leave 
town  after  closing  hours. 

X.  Section  20  —  Car-Riding  Permission  —  Any 
non-resident  undergraduate  riding  outside  the  city 
limits  of  Champaign-Urbana  and  the  local  golf  courses 
must  have  parental  authorization  on  file  with  the 
Committee  on  Student  Afifairs  and  must  obtain  a  pas- 
senger permit  from  that  Committee.  See  Chapter  IX, 
Article  8. 

X.  Section  21 — Chaperonage  at  Men's  Houses  — 
Undergraduate  women  shall  not  visit  a  fraternity  or 
men's  house  unless  an  approved  chaperon  is  present, 
and  only  during  hours  specified  in  Chapter  X,  Sections 
5  and  26. 

X.  Section  22  —  Selling  in  Men's  Houses  Forbid- 
den —  Selling  in  Fraternity  or  Men's  Houses  by 
women  students  is  not  permitted. 

Article  3  —  Fraternity  and  Organised  Houses 
for  Men 

X.  Section  23  —  Recognition  of  Fraternities  and 
Men's  Houses  —  University  recognition  of  a  national 
or  local,  social  or  professional  fraternity,  or  men's 
house  will  be  granted  by  the  Committee  on  Student 
Affairs  upon  compliance  with  such  conditions  as  the 
Committee  may  prescribe. 


X.  Section  24  —  Lists  of  Members  —  Each  frater- 
nity and  organized  men's  house  must  keep  on  file  with 
the  Dean  of  Men  a  com])lete  and  up-to-date  Hst  of 
their  officers,  members,  and  pledges. 

X.  Section  25  —  Non-Members  in  Fraternities  — 
No  fraternity,  local  club,  or  other  student  organization 
may  permit  any  person  not  a  regularly  registered  stu- 
dent or  otherwise  regularly  connected  with  the  organi- 
zation either  as  an  active  or  graduate  member  or 
pledge  member  or  in  its  service,  to  reside  at  its  house 
at  any  time  during  the  calendar  year  without  permis- 
sion of  the  Committee  on  Student  Affairs. 

X.  Section  26  —  Women  Guests  —  Women  may  be 
guests  in  fraternities  or  organized  men's  houses  hav- 
ing approved  permanent  or  temporary  house  directors 
at  the  following  times  only  (See  additional  instruc- 
tions set  forth  in  Chapter  VI,  Article  II,  governing 
petitions  for  organization  and  house  functions) : 

Wednesday,  5:00  p.m.  to  7:30  p.m. 

Friday,  9:00  p.m.  to  12:40  a.m. 

Saturday,  9:00  p.m.  to  12:40  a.m. 

Sunday,  12:00  noon  to  7:00  p.m. 
Permanent  or  temporary  house  directors  must  be 
approved  by  the  Dean  of  Men  and  the  Dean  of 
Women.  House  directors  shall  be  present  during  the 
above  hours  without  exception.  Women  guests  are  not 
permitted  in  parts  of  the  house  other  than  common 
living  and  dining  rooms  and  the  house  director's 
quarters. 

X.  Section  27  —  Summer  Supervision  —  No  fra- 
ternity house  may  be  open  to  undergraduate  lodgers 
during  the  summer  months  unless  in  charge  of  some 
mature  and  responsible  person  approved  by  the  Dean 
of  Men.  A  fraternity  house  open  during  the  summer 
months,  housing  students  other  than  its  own  members, 
will  be  subject  to  all  rules  of  the  Housing  Division 
relating  to  student  homes. 

Article  4  —  Sororities  and  Organized  Houses 
for  Women 

X.  Section  28  —  Recognition  by  the  University  — 
University  recognition  of  a  national  or  local,  social,  or 
professional  sorority,  or  group  house  or  cooperative 
house  will  be  granted  by  the  Committee  on  Student 
Affairs  upon  compliance  with  such  conditions  as  the 
Committee  may  prescribe. 

X.  Section  29  —  Lists  of  Members  - —  Each  sorority 
and  organized  women's  house  shall  keep  on  file  with 
the  Dean  of  Women  a  correct  and  complete  list  of  all 
active,  jjledge  members,  and  a  current  list  of  officers. 


X.  Section  30  —  Non-Members  in  Sororities  and 
Organized  Women's  Houses  —  No  sorority,  local  club, 
organized  woman's  house  or  other  student  organization 
may  permit  any  person  not  a  registered  student,  or 
otherwise  regularly  connected  with  the  organization 
either  as  an  active  or  pledge  member  or  in  its  service, 
to  reside  in  its  house  at  any  time  during  the  calendar 
year  without  permission  of  the  Committee  on  Student 
Afifairs. 

X.  Section  31  —  Summer  Supervision — No  sorority 
house  may  be  open  to  undergraduate  women  during 
the  summer  months  unless  permission  has  been  granted 
at  least  a  month  in  advance  by  the  Dean  of  Women. 
The  house  must  be  in  charge  of  a  regular  house  di- 
rector approved  by  the  Dean  of  Women.  A  sorority 
house  open  during  the  summer  months,  housing  stu- 
dents other  than  its  own  members,  will  be  subject  to 
all  the  rules  of  the  Housing  Division  relating  to  student 
homes. 

Article  5  —  Cooperative  Housing 

X.  Section  32  —  Definition,  Student  Co-operative 
Housing  Unit  —  Without  assuming  liability,  financial 
or  otherwise,  for  claims  arising  from  their  operation, 
the  University  of  Illinois  recognizes  student  co-opera- 
tive housing  units  as  hereinafter  provided.  Fifteen  or 
more  students  (graduates  or  undergraduates)  may 
organize  such  a  unit  and  request  approval  by  the 
Housing  Division  provided  they:  (a)  Admit  to  mem- 
bership properly  certified  individuals;  (b)  Secure  the 
sponsorship  of  a  responsible  organization  or  individual 
and  the  resident  services  of  an  acceptable  house  direc- 
tor; (c)  Mutually  agree  to  share  equally  in  labor,  cost, 
and  responsibility  essential  to  maintenance  of  a  com- 
plete household  for  their  common  good  on  a  non-profit 
basis;  and  (d)  Observe  general  regulations  of  the 
University. 

X.  Section  33  —  Membership  —  Applications  for 
membership  in  co-operative  housing  groups  must  be 
approved  by  the  Housing  Division,  acting  with  the 
advice  of  the  Deans  of  Men  and  Women.  Need,  char- 
acter, anticipated  resources,  and  high  school  or  univer- 
sity record  of  the  applicant  shall  be  considered  in  the 
certification  of  the  applicant.  Students  on  scholastic 
probation  or  under  disciplinary  penalties  shall  not  be 
granted  membership. 

X.  Section  34  —  Sponsorship  • —  A  co-operative 
house  sponsor  shall  assume  responsibility  for  inaugu- 
rating and  maintaining  the  project  on  a  sound  financial 
basis,  and  shall  be  available  to  the  group  for  advice 
concerning    problems    of    general    management.     The 
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sponsor  shall  maintain  close  relations  with  University 
otlicers  and  co-operate  in  observing  regulations  gov- 
erning the  operation  of  such  houses. 

X.  Section  35  —  House  Director  —  A  co-operative 
house  shall  have  a  resident  house  director,  whose 
appointment  shall  be  approved  by  the  Housing  Divi- 
sion, with  the  advice  of  the  Deans  of  Men  and 
Women.  She  shall  be  responsible  to  the  proper  Uni- 
versity officers  for  conduct  and  chaperonage  of  stu- 
dents residing  in  the  house.  She  shall  supervise  house- 
keeping and  food  service,  and  may  contract  to  assume 
other  duties  which  are  agreed  upon  between  the  house 
director  and  students. 

X.  Section  36  —  Housing  Standards  —  All  co-oper- 
ative houses  shall  observe  standards  governing  Uni- 
versity-approved student  homes. 

X.  Section  37 — Requirements  Before  Undertaking 
Contracts  —  A  group  requesting  University  approval 
ma}'  not  enter  into  contracts  or  receive  a  charter  until 
it  has  submitted  to  the  Housing  Division  for  approval 
the  following:  (a)  a  statement  signed  by  the  sponsor 
in  which  he  agrees  to  assume  responsibility  as  outlined 
in  Section  3;  (b)  a  list  of  prospective  members;  (c)  a 
detailed  operating  budget  covering  the  ensuing  year; 
(d)  a  description  of  the  proposed  residence,  and 
conditions  of  occupancy. 

X.  Section  38  —  Charter  —  Groups  whose  reports 
are  acceptable  shall  be  granted  by  the  Housing  Divi- 
sion a  charter  as  a  co-operative  housing  unit,  such 
charter   subject   to   renewal   annually  on  evidence   of 


satisfactory  operation.  The  Director  of  Housing  shall 
report  the  names,  addresses,  and  officers  of  chartered 
co-operative  houses  to  the  Committee  on  Student 
Affairs  for  record. 

X.  Section  39  —  Financial  Reports  —  A  co-opera- 
tive house  shall  file  monthly  financial  reports  with  the 
sponsor  and  the  Housing  Division.  At  the  close  of 
each  semester  a  complete  report  shall  be  submitted, 
covering  expenditures  for  the  past  semester  and  a 
revised  budget  for  the  ensuing  semester.  This  report 
shall  also  include  a  record  of  any  changes  in  mem- 
bership. Filing  of  these  reports  shall  in  no  way  imply 
that  the  University  is  responsible  for  the  financial 
obligations  of  the  group.  Upon  the  basis  of  these  re- 
ports the  Housing  Division,  acting  with  the  advice  of 
the  Deans  of  Men  and  Women,  may  make  recom- 
mendations concerning  the  operation  of  the  house  to 
the  group  and  its  sponsor. 

X.  Section  40  —  University  Owned  Women's  Co- 
operative Houses  —  These  houses  are  members  of  the 
Women's  Group  System.  Membership  in  these  houses 
is  granted  on  the  basis  of  need,  scholastic  attainment, 
and  superior  qualities  of  character  and  personality. 
Application  blanks  for  the  Women's  Co-operative 
Houses  are  obtained  from  the  Housing  Division  any 
time  after  May  1.  Application  blanks  must  be  returned 
to  the  Housing  Division  by  July  1  with  a  health  state- 
ment and  three  letters  of  recommendation.  Every 
applicant  must  have  a  personal  interview  in  the  ofifice 
of  the  Dean  of  Women  before  she  is  considered  for 
possible  membership. 
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Chapter  11 

General  Regulations  Governing 

Undergraduates 

Article  1  —  Absences 

XI.  Section  1  —  Class  Absences  —  All  absences  of 
undergraduates  from  classes  shall  be  reported  daily 
by  instructors  to  the  offices  of  the  Dean  of  Men  and 
the  Dean  of  Women.  In  those  of^ces  a  record  of  ab- 
sences shall  be  kept  for  informational  purposes. 

No  absences  from  class  exercises  are  "excused"  l)ut 
shall  be  explained  to  the  instructor  on  request. 

General  regulations  touching  absences  from  class 
exercises  by  groups,  as  athletic  teams,  musical  organi- 
zations, and  the  like,  shall  be  determined  by  the  Uni- 
versity Senate,  acting  through  the  Committee  on  Stu- 
dent Affairs,  and  enforced  in  the  particular  case  by 
the  Committee  on  Student  Discipline. 

If  in  the  opinion  of  an  instructor  the  attendance 
of  a  student  becomes  so  irregular  that  his  scholarship 
is  likely  to  be  impaired,  the  instructor  shall  report  the 
case  to  the  dean  of  the  student's  college.  Furthermore, 
when,  in  the  opinion  of  the  instructor  concerned,  ir- 
regular attendance  has  so  seriously  impaired  the  work 
of  the  student  as  to  make  continuation  unprofitable, 
the  dean  of  the  college  concerned  may  require  the 
student  to  withdraw  from  the  course  with  a  grade  of 
"W"  or  "E." 

Explanations  of  absences  over  extended  periods 
may  be  called  for  by  the  Dean  of  Men  and  Dean  of 
Women  for  the  purpose  of  information. 

XL  Section  2  —  Absences  Before  and  After  Vaca- 
tions and  Inspection  Trips  —  Students  absent  from 
classes  immediately  preceding  or  following  a  vacation 
or  an  inspection  trip  are  excluded  from  the  final  ex- 
aminations in  the  courses  from  which  they  have 
absented  themselves,  and  are  dealt  with  as  are  those 
students  who  absent  themselves  from  examinations 
without  proper  excuse  (see  Rule  32).  Disabilities  in- 
curred by  failure  to  observe  the  limits  of  vacation  and 
inspection  periods  are  assessed  by  the  Senate  Com- 
mittee on  Discipline.  Students  who  are  forced  to  miss 
classes  because  of  illness  in  the  hospital,  death  in  the 
family,  or  other  unusual  emergency,  may  file  with  the 
Dean  of  Men  and  the  Dean  of  Women  requests  in 
writing  for  relief  from  the  penalty  imposed  by  this 
rule,  together  with  supporting  evidence.  These  requests 
will  be  verified  by  the  Deans  of  Men  and  Women  and 
forwarded  with  recommendations  to  the  Associate  and 
Assistant  Deans  of  the  Colleges  and  Directors  of  the 
Schools,  who  will  take  final  action  on  the  requests. 


XI.  Section  3  —  Special  Discipline  for  Repeated 
Absence — If  the  repeated  absence  from  classes  of 
any  student  seems  to  the  dean  of  the  college  a  matter 
recjuiring  discijjline,  the  case  may  be  reported  to  the 
Committee  on  Discijjline  for  action. 

Article  2  —  Discipline 

XI.  Section  1  —  I'asis  Utr  Discipline  —  The  Uni- 
versity reserves  the  right  to  exclude  at  any  time  stu- 
dents whose  conduct  is  deemed  undesirable  or  pre- 
judicial to  the  University  community's  best  interest, 
examples  of  which,  without  excluding  others,  are 
gambling,  visiting  or  loitering  in  the  vicinity  of  places 
of  ill-repute,  violations  of  law  involving  moral  turpi- 
tude, intoxication,  and  disorderly  conduct.  Students 
may  be  subject  to  discipline  for  other  sufficient  cause. 

XI.  Section  5  —  Administration  of  Discipline  — 
Discipline  is  administered  through  the  Senate  Com- 
mittee on  Discipline  and  sub-committee  appointed  by 
it.  These  sub-committees  have  original  jurisdiction 
to  hear  the  evidence  and  to  take  action  in  all  disci- 
plinary cases  except  that  students  registered  in  the 
Graduate  College  are  subject  to  discipline  by  the  dean 
of  that  college.  The  Senate  Committee  on  Discipline 
hears  cases  appealed  to  it. 

Article  3  —  Smoking 

XI.  Section  6  —  Smoking  Restricted  —  Smoking  is 
restricted  to  offices,  first  floor  corridors,  and  lounges 
which  are  specifically  designated  as  student  and  staff 
lounging  quarters. 

a.  Members  of  the  staff  who  wish  to  smoke  in 
their  offices  shall  provide  their  own  ash  trays  and  shall 
not  throw  discarded  smoking  materials  into  waste- 
paper  baskets. 

b.  Deans  and  directors  may  request  the  Physical 
Plant  Department  to  further  restrict  smoking: 

(1)  In  order  to  reduce  the  possibility  of  loss  of 
property  or  life. 

(2)  If  it  can  be  demonstrated  that  such  action 
is  necessary  to  carry  out  the  programs  for  which 
they  are  responsible. 

XI.  Section  7  —  Smoking  Prohibited  —  Smoking 
is  prohibited  in  classrooms,  lecture  rooms,  seminar 
rooms,  teaching  laboratories,  theatres,  warehouses, 
attics,  storage  areas,  toilets,  elevators,  library  read- 
ing rooms,  stacks,  museums,  gymnasia,  shop  and  serv- 
ice areas  where  woodworking  is  in  process  or  gasoline 
or  other  volatiles  are  stored  or  dispensed,  and  other 
areas  specifically  posted. 


XI.  Section  8  —  Undergraduate  Violations'  —  Un- 
dergraduate students  will  be  assessed  cash  penalties 
or  otherwise  disciplined  for  violation  of  the  above 
regulations.  The  schedule  of  cash  penalties  has  been 
established  by  a  faculty  and  student  committee. 
Seventy-five  percent  of  the  funds  collected  from  such 
cash  penalties  shall  be  deposited  in  the  University 
Scholarship  Fund  to  permit  the  award  of  scholarships 
to  worthy  undergraduate  students  upon  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  University  Scholarship  Committee. 
The  balance  of  the  funds  collected  from  such  cash 
penalties  shall  be  used  for  the  regular  expenses  of  the 
Student  Senate  and  Student  Government. 

XL  Section  9  —  Graduate  Violations  —  Violations 
by  graduate  students  wall  be  reported  to  the  Dean  of 
the  Graduate  College.

XI.  Section  10  — Stafi  Violations  —  Staff  viola- 
tions will  be  reported  to  the  head  of  the  department 
or  administrative  officer. 

Article  4  —  Sunbathing 

Sunbathing  is  prohibited  in  certain  areas  of  the 
University  property;  namely  those  bounded  by  Spring- 
field Avenue  on  the  North,  Taft  Drive  on  the  South, 
Mathews  Avenue  on  the  East,  and  Wright  Street  on 
the  West.  Standards  of  moral  conduct  and  decency  in 
dress  shall  be  observed  in  areas  where  sunbathing  is 
permitted. 

Article  5  —  Trespassing  and  Loitering 

XL  Section  11  —  Trespassing  —  Students  shall  not 
trespass  on  University  farms'  property  after  sundown. 
Students  on  official  University  business  are  not  con- 
sidered trespassing. 

XL  Section  12  —  Loitering  —  Students  shall  not 
loiter  in  any  campus  area  after  sundown. 
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
